Burrows), Mrs. Mary H. McMillan (Mrs. James McMillan), Mrs. Emma Gregory 
Hull (Mrs. J. A. T. Hull) : Mrs. Mary B. K. Washington (Mrs. Joseph Washing- 
ton), and their associates and successors, are hereby created a body corporate 
and politic in the District of Columbia, by the name of the National Society of 
the Daughters of the American Revolution, for patriotic, historical, and educa- 
tional purposes; to perpetuate the memory and spirit of the men and women 
who achieved American independence; by the encouragement of historical re- 
search in relation to the Revolution and the publication of its results; by the 
preservation of documents and relics, and of the records of the individual services 
of Revolutionary soldiers and patriots; and by the promotion of celebrations 
of all patriotic anniversaries; to carry out the injunction of Washington in his 
Farewell Address to the American People “to promote as an object of primary 
importance, institutions for the general diffusion of knowledge,” thus developing 
an enlightened public opinion and affording to young and old such advantages 
as shall develop in them the largest capacity for performing the duties of 
American citizens ; to cherish, maintain; and extend the institutions of American 
freedom ; to foster true patriotism and love of country; and to aid in securing 
‘jfor mankind all the blessings of liberty. 

Sec. 2. That said society is authorized to hold real and personal estate in the 
United States so far only as may be necessary to its lawful ends to an amount 
not exceeding $500,000, and may adopt a constitution and make bylaws not 
inconsistent with law, and may adopt a seal. 
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Said society shall have its headquarters or principal office at Washington, in 
the District of Columbia. 

Src. 3. That said society shall report annually to the Secretary of the Smith- 
sonian Institution concerning its proceedings, and said Secretary shall communi- 
cate to Congress such portions thereof as he may deem of national interest and 
importance. The regents of the Smithsonian Institution are authorized to per- 
mit said national society to deposit its collections, manuscripts, books, pamphlets, 
and other material for history in the Smithsonian Institution or in the National 
Museum, at their discretion upon such conditions and under such rules as they 
shall prescribe.

REPORT OF PRESIDENT GENERAL 


This congress marks the second year of this administration. During this 
tenure of office, I have been heartened by your cooperation. It is through the 
cooperation of all officers and chairmen, national, State, and chapter, and 
through your leadership, that such a splendid contribution has been made to 
the work of the society. My gratitude is expressed for the excellent teamwork 
of the congressional committees. 

The inspiration I feel for the work of our society is very high, for I have 
just returned from an extended State conference tour, covering 11 of our South- 
western and Western States and Virginia. Everywhere I have encountered a 
dedication to the promotion of our national objectives and our society’s prin- 
ciples. During this year I have officially visited 17 States to mingle with our 
membership in their respective States, and to witness the deep interest brings 
a keener realization of the bond of unity which keeps our society the great 
national force it is. 

We are still thinking of ways and means to establish a rotation of State 
conferences on an established basis which will make for understanding on the 
part of the States and for smoother operation both for the States and the 
president general. 

This report does not attempt to enumerate all the activities of the past year, 
first because of the varied day-by-day activities, and second, time limitation 
permits only a summary. I might say there are three categories—each large 
in its own scope; namely, the work which flows in from our own membership 
and affairs; the demands from general outside contacts, both those that come 
from associations and those that come to us because of the position our national 
society holds among other great national organizations; and the multitude of 
detailed arrangements necessary for the many engagements of a president gen- 
eral. Added to this there is the general supervision of affairs at national 
headquarters. 

Notwithstanding the daily routine of work, the general accomplishments have 
progressed with satisfying results. 

The members of the executive committee, as a group, visited Jamestown, Va., 
on Flag Day as guests of the Virginia society, Daughters of the American 
Revolution. This visit was of particular importance since it came at the time 
of the 350th anniversary of that historic spot. 

A successful bus trip was taken at the conclusion of the October national 
board meeting to 6 of our approved schools; 64 were in the party as well as 
additional members in private cars. The schools visited were: Blue Ridge 
Industrial School, Crossnore School, Tamassee D'AR School, the Berry Schools, 
Kate Duncan Smith DAR School, and Lincoln Memorial University. 

Our national society, through voluntary contribution from members, made 
its customary annual award of $500 to the American Association for Occupa- 
tional Therapy to assist in the education and training of an occupational thera- 
jpist. The winner this year is Miss Susan Luckman, of Brooklyn, N.Y. 

The society’s awards have been made to all six of the U.S. service academies ; 
namely, the U.S. Military Academy, the U.S. Naval Academy, the U.S. Merchant 
Marine Academy, the U.S. Coast Guard Academy, the Arnold Air Society, and 
the platoon leaders class of the U.S. Marine Corps.

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A visit was made by the executive committee to the Army Medical Museum by) 
invitation of the Surgeon General of the U.S. Army to view the exhibit “Women: 
in Medicine” prepared by the Armed Forces Institute of Pathology. This exhibit! 
was of special interest to the Daughters of the American Revolution inasmuch 
as it included four members of our society, Dr. Anita Newcomb McGee, who: 
founded the Army Nurse Corps, at the time she was a vice president general 
of the DAR; Clara Barton, member at large of the DAR, the founder of the: 
American Red Cross; Jane Delano, member of Judge Lynn Chapter, DAR, 
of the District of Columbia, who organized the Red Cross Nursing Service; 
and Dr. Mary Walker, of the Cornelia Green Chapter, of Missouri, who served | 
as a doctor in the U.S. Army during the Civil War. 

An exchange of flags took place at the American GI Forum in Albuquerque, 
N. Mex. The National Society, Daughters of the American Revolution, pre-. 
sented a flag of the United States of America to the national chairman of the 
GI Forum, Vincent T, Ximenes, who, in turn, presented to the National Society’s 
representative, a flag of the United States of America. This exchange of! 
flags was a token of mutual respect between the GI Forum and our Society. 

Your president general has cooperated with Dr. Richard H. Howland, presi- 
dent of the National Trust for Historic Preservation, in an effort to arouse 
interest in saving the historic east front of the Capitol of the United States. 
Our members everywhere showed marked interest in the preservation of this 
historic architectural structure, and many expressions have been made in 
favor of keeping the U.S. Capitol as it is, since it so nobly represents our country’s | 
past. 

Through this past year several publications have been revised for the informa- 
tion and use of members. “The Highlights of DAR Program Activity” serves: 
as an informative booklet for prospective members. ‘‘What the Daughters. 
Do” contains statistical data; and since early fall “The National Directory of | 
Committees” has been in circulation. The librarian general will tell of the new | 
library booklet, and our curator general will report to you on the museum) 
booklet. 

Gain in our membership is of vital importance. The estimated count at 
present shows our membership at 186,369, with 2,839 chapters. The net gain) 
shows 1,234 members from February 1957 to February 1958. This does not. 
include the new members admitted on April 12 at the national board meeting. 
Our membership constantly increases, although allowances have to be made for 
the many natural and other losses each year. 

The national board of management has voted to inaugurate the presentation | 
of an Americanism Medal to be given to adult naturalized citizens who have 
demonstrated outstanding ability in trustworthiness, service, leadership, and | 
patriotism, the distribution to be under the supervision of the State regents and 
State chairmen. This medal is now in process of manufacture and will soon. 
be in readiness for award purposes. 

The national board of management has passed upon a plan to provide for 
the reallocation of States within the present divisions. The new grouping, how-. 
ever, will not go into effect until after the Continental Congress of 1959, since 
this necessitates the appointment of new chairmen and interruption of work. | 
This plan calls for redistribution of certain States within certain divisions and | 
has been devised to facilitate management and. distribution of the Society’s work. — | it 

Constitution Hall continues operations with its fine record of performances, | 
and through its bookings of concerts, lectures, and general meetings by govern- | te 
mental and outside groups it becomes the mecca of countless persons of’all races, | 4 
color, and creed throughout the year.

The observance of Constitution Week, September 17-23, in accordance with > y 
congressional resolution passed by the President of the United States, was y 
marked with gratifying recognition by our chapters under the able leadership of | x 


our national chairman, national defense committee, Mrs. Ray Laverne Erb. 
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We are gratified at the interest evidenced in the observance by our chapters 
of American History Month during February. They are showing more and more 
interesting results in this project, inaugurated by the Society 4 years ago. 

Owing to the increasing work of our program reviewing committee, which 
has heretofore been a subcommittee of the program committee, the National 
Board of Management has made this committee a special committee whose duties 
will be, as heretofore, confined to the review of papers for chapter programs. 

For the benefit of our many members and delegates who had not visited Valley 
Forge, a pilgrimage has been planned for April 19 enabling many to avail them- 
selves of this day trip and thus see this historic spot, as well as the Memorial 
Bell Tower at Valley Forge, erected by the National Society. A brief special 
service has been arranged at the Washington Chapel as well as a carillon concert. 

Another historic pilgrimage of interest was planned for April 12 for the 
Daughters to visit historic Gunston Hall, home of George Mason, author of the 
Bill of Rights. 

I am especially proud to announce the acquisition for the Society of an out- 
standing collection of original letters, documents, and manuscripts representing 
the 74 great statesmen, politicians, lawyers, and businessmen who were appointed 
to attend the Constitutional Convention of 1787. The most important of the 
96 pieces are Richard Henry Lee’s autograph manuscript of his proposed amend- 
ment to the newly approved Constitution and George Mason’s autograph manu- 
seript of his “Objections to the Constitution of Government Formed by the 
Convention.” The most important figures at the Convention, George Washington, 
its president, and Benjamin Franklin, venerable statesman, are each represented 
by an autograph letter. The collection contains 11 pieces in all written by the 
leaders in the debates on the floor of the Convention: James Madison, George 
Mason, Gouverneur Morris, James Wilson, Roger Sherman, and Elbridge Gerry. 
We are confident that the magnificent material in this collection will be a 
continuing inspiration to the members of our Society and to all patriotic and 
historically minded citizens of our country. These important papers are now 
housed in our Americana room. 

The president general’s reception room in Constitution Hall has been redec- 
orated. The handsome mirror now in this room is from the old Sterling Price 
mansion in Jefferson City, originally being brought to this country from France. 
This mirror was presented by Missouri Daughters honoring the president gen- 
eral. The handsome Wedgewood lamps and mantel urns were acquired through 
the bequest of the late Mrs. Wade Ellis, of the District of Columbia. 

The necessity of the investment trust fund is continuing to grow in importance 
to the membership. Our beautiful buildings, occupying a full block in the city 
of Washington, require adequate care and maintenance. When the investment 
trust fund has grown to proper proportions, the protection of our buildings will 
be assured. This fund is dependent upon the generous understanding of the 
membership expressed in monetary gifts. 

The honor roll, with its directive to chapters for program planning, provides 
excellent opportunity for chapter achievement, thus establishing goals for nation- 
wide accomplishment. 

Earlier in this report I stated the number of State conferences visited. May 
I add here that aside from these official visits to our States, there have been 
innumerable visits to chapters and official representation at numerous events. 

Two important engagements received during the year had to be declined, be- 
cause of imperative demands of an existing schedule. I was invited as a guest 
of the French Government to be present at the ceremonies in Paris, September 
6-8, 1957, in commemoration of General LaFayette, in the bicentenary year of 
his birth. Also, it was necessary to send regrets to the British Embassy in 
Washington for the invitation which had been extended to Mr. Groves and me to 


.|. attend the reception honoring Her Majesty, Queen Elizabeth II, inasmuch as this 


occasion conflicted with our approved schools bus tour. 

To acquaint our members at large with the activities of the National Society, 
a copy of the booklet Highlights of Program Activity was sent to each member 
so enrolled. 

Wholesome progress has been made in the investment program started last 
year. The establishment of the program was approached with great care, 
which of necessity required time; but in spite of the detailed cautious approach, 
satisfactory results have been accomplished. 
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The work of the National Society is of utmost interest and importance, and it 
is your help and cooperation that makes it a continual source of gratification.

REPORT OF RECORDING SECRETARY GENERAL 


After the close of the 66th Continental Congress, resolutions and letters as 
directed by the Congress were sent to the President of the United States, mem- 
bers of the Cabinet, heads of the Defense, Army, and Navy Establishments, 
Members of U.S. Congress, and others. 

The resolutions adopted by the 66th Continental Congress were prepared and 
printed in pamphlet form for distribution. 

The bylaws were prepared for reprinting, incorporating the amendments 
adopted by the 66th Continental Congress, and proof was read on the entire 
book. 

Work on the publication of the congress proceedings completed. 

Minutes of the regular and special board meetings were prepared for publica- 
tion in the DAR magazine and proofread. Minutes and verbatim transcripts 
were indexed and recorded. 

Motions and resolutions of the national board of management and continental 


congress were typed and copies delivered or mailed to each national officer, 


copied for the statute book, and indexed. 

The minutes of the executive committee meetings were written, copies sent to 
all members of the committee; recopied for binding in book form, and indexed. 
Motions affecting the work of each office and committee were typed separately 
and delivered.

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During the past year 7,874 membership certificates were prepared and mailed 
to new members, and 20 commissions to vice presidents general, State regents, 
and State vice regents. 

Notices of meetings of the national board of management and executive com- 
mittee were mailed to the members. 

During the summer the revised edition of “What the Daughters Do” was com- 
piled by this officer. As voted by the national board last April the format of this 
pamphlet is somewhat different; however, the price remains the same—S cents 
per copy. It is hoped each chapter regent will order a supply of ““What the 
Daughters Do” for her chapter members, prospective members, and the towns- 
people of her community so that the general public will be better informed re- 
garding the objectives and work of our great society. 

Your recording secretary general attended each meeting of the executive com- 
mittee and national board during the past year and was the principal speaker 
at eight chapter meetings and a guest at many others. 

On August 1 she presented the DAR award to Cadet John P. McConville for pro- 
ficiency in naval science and tactics—at the U.S. Merchant Marine Academy at 
Kings Point, Long Island. 

In observance of Constitution Day, the recording secretary general make a 
pilgrimage with other New York Daughters to the Mayflower II, at which time a 
copy of the Constitution, in scroll form, was presented to the acting captain, 
Godfrey Wicksteed, who, in return, gave the Daughters a copy of the May- 
flower compact. 

In January she represented the National Society at the Founders Day 
luncheon of the National Society of New England Women at the Waldorf 
Astoria in New York City. 

On March 21 this officer received at historic “Rosalie” in Natchez, Miss., on 
DAR Day and was entertained by the Mississippi Daughters. 

In honor of our president general, the first five handwritten minute books of 
our National Society have been preserved and rebound by this officer.

REPORT OF CORRESPONDING SECRETARY GENERAL 


The letters of inquiry that come to the office of the corresponding secretary 
general require hours of research in answering. Many are interesting, many 
unnecessary, some not appropriate, but all are answered, either by this office 
or the proper authority. 

Because of the many questions asked concerning the DAR “Manual for 
Citizenship,” a chart has been prepared, namely, “Chart for Manual Distribu- 
tion” through office of corresponding secretary general, compiled from the 
first report to Congress 1922 to Congress 1958. 

Orders for the DAR “Manual for Citizenship” have been filled to the number 
of 92,530. Distribution according to languages follows: English, 78,716; 
French, 2,551; German, 4,626; Spanish, 6,637. 

The following is a numerical accounting and shows the work accomplished 
from March 1, 1957 through February 28, 1958: Letters, supplies, and pieces 
of printed matter sent out from this department, 274,819; application blanks, 
45,456; working sheets, 30,524; ancestral charts, 6,686; “What the Daughters 
Do” pamphlets, 8,201; “Highlights of Program Activity” booklets, 5,103 ; welcome 
cards for new citizens, 6,101; membership cards, 31,600; resolutions, 2,002; di- 
rectory of committees, 275; bylaws, 1,069; transfer cards, 3,873; information 
leaflets, 6,283; “DAR Patriotic Education” booklets, 1,239; proceedings of Con- 
gress, 19; miscellaneous leaflets, 6,199. Total, 154,630. 

During the year the following material was mailed as directed: Copies of 
the resolutions adopted by the 66th continental congress, 3,712; bylaws, 3,863; 
packets including letters of instructions issued by national officers and national 
chairmen, 3,031; proceedings of 66th continental congress, 175; directory of 
committees, 3,304; “Highlights of Program—Activity” booklets to each new 
member, 7,783; “What the Daughters Do” pamphlets, 405. Total, 22,273. 

A distinct privilege of this office is the opportunity it affords to become 
acquainted with members all over the country, and with many people who have 
no connection at all with our society.

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REPORT OF ORGANIZING SECRETARY GENERAL 


There have been 36 chapters confirmed this past year and only 12 disbanded, 
compared with last year’s 25 chapters confirmed and 17 disbanded, or a net 
gain of 32 chapters in the 2-year period of this regime. 

My objective has been, a new chapter in every State every year. Some of 
the States have not only met this, but have gone far beyond it. Texas organ- 
ized and confirmed five chapters this year. Other States deserving commenda- 
tion in this work of organizing new chapters are: Alabama, two; Arkansas, one; 
California, four; Connecticut, one; Florida, three; Georgia, one; Indiana, one; 
Iowa, one; Kansas, one; Louisiana, one; Mississippi, one; Montana, one; Ne- 
vada, one; New Hampshire, one; New Jersey, one; New York, one; Oklahoma, 
two; Oregon, one; Pennsylvania, one; South Carolina, two; Tennessee, one; 
Virginia, two. 

The chapters are the lifeblood of our society, and to increase our scope and 
thus reach into those areas where we are not located, we must organize new 
chapters. Then after organizing the chapters, we must keep them alive and 
working. To do this, it is necessary to have interesting programs and informed 
members and everyone in the chapter participating in the national projects and 
the aims of the DAR. We have a definite place in the world today, and to keep 
in the forefront we must have an interested membership. It is also important 
to take in the younger women as members, as this is the best way of making 
sure of the continued life and interest in the chapters. We cannot prevent 
many of the disbandments, those due to depletion by death, resignations, and 
members dropped, but we can keep them alive by bringing in the younger 
women who in the years ahead will be the leaders of our society. 

Here are statistics for the year 1957-58: Organizing regents confirmed, 39; 
organizing regencies expired, 21; organizing regents reappointed, 11; organizing 
regent’s location changed, 1; chapter organization authorized, 2; chapter or- 
ganization authorization expired, 1; chapter incorporated, 1; chapter locations 
changed, 3; chapters officially disbanded, 12; chapters confirmed, 36; total 
number of chapters to date, 2,838; confirmation of State regents, 10; confirma- 
tion of State vice regents, 6; charters issued, 10; membership cards filed, 26,234 ; 
chapter elections reported, 2,800; chapter regents lists sold, 14; permits issued 
for National and State bars and 25 and 50-year membership pins, 1,033. 

As usual, request is made that chapters report promptly elections and changes 
in names and addresses of members, as the complete file of the status of each 
member is kept in the membership catalog file in my office. This is needed 
for the general knowledge of the society as well as to answer the many inquiries 
from members and chapters.

REPORT OF TREASURER GENERAL 


Again your treasurer general can report with satisfaction that the finances 
of the National Society are in very good condition, although we continue to need 
a larger income for our current or operating fund. We are glad to realize that 
as all costs, including those for salaries, go up, our income is also increasing 
slowly, although it is still inadequate. 

We have continued to invest money received for dues in 90-day U.S. Treasury 
bills. This year the interest from this source was $7,797.49, the largest amount 
ever received in this way. 

As of February 28, 1958, we held $21,828 in applicants’ fees and $5,052 in 
applicants’ dues, both of which figures have been definitely reduced by the 
number of new members voted into the Society last Saturday. Until papers 
have been passed by the office of the registrar general, the fees and dues must 
be held in abeyance and not added to the general funds. 

The past year has been one of adjustment in our improved treatment of in- 
vested funds, the good results of which will show more markedly in the coming 
months. 

It is well to remember that the new combined investment fund is made 
up of special funds, interest on only three of which may be used for general 
purposes and then only by vote of the executive committee for some definite 
expense. 


REPORT OF DAUGHTERS OF AMERICAN REVOLUTION 7 


On the recommendation of our auditors, new procedures have been established 
to simplify and centralize the handling, within our building, of various funds, 
of personnel matters, of our payrolls, and of the purchasing of equipment and 
‘supplies. Hach one of these new procedures leads us toward greater efficiency 
and more exact records. 

Because the Internal Revenue Service of the U.S. Treasury Department re- 
ported that many chapter treasurers were failing to file Information Return 
990—A, we sent out in December 1957 a second letter on the subject. In this we 
reiterated the importance of compliance with the directive of the Treasury 
Department and gave suggestions about filling out the form which the chapters 
could follow with understanding. Failure of our National Society and of our 
States and chapters to file these information returns could jeopardize our tax- 
free status. 

The work at Valley Forge has been completed. In accordance with the deci- 
sion of the 65th Continental Congress in 1956, the money remaining in this ac- 
count, more than $27,000, is being transferred to the investment trust fund. In 
this fund, we have in invested principal $87,174.23, of which only the interest is 
available for expenditure. This, as of February 28, 1958, amounted to $3,613.69. 
Contributions to this fund during the year totaled $11,300.57, still only about 6 
cents per member. 

The total under the reserve fund for maintenance of properties reflects the 
$125 set aside for this purpose from the amounts paid us for each of the 144 
events held this past year in Constitution Hall. During the previous year there 
were 155 events. 

There are many interesting and encouraging figures to be found in the follow- 
ing summary statement of current and special funds for year ended February 28, 
1958.

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REPORT OF REGISTRAR GENERAL 


Following is the report of the accomplishments of the office of the registrar 

eneral : 
‘ Number of applications received, 7,414; applications verified, 7,814; supple- 
mentals received, 848; supplementals verified, 454; papers verified, 8,268. 
Applications returned unverified, 73; supplementals returned unverified, 25; 
new records verified, 531. Permits issued: Official insignia, 698; recognition 
pins, 909; ancestral bars, 873. Letters written, 9,088; postals written, 16,093. 
The last national number is 459,523. Photostats made, 2,309 papers and 91 
pages. Received for rebinding the worn volumes of original applications and 
supplementals, 122 volumes ($488). 

Last year at this time we hoped to be able to process each paper received 
within 30 days—that is, either to verify it or write a letter to the applicant as 
to data or evidence missing. We have even surpassed this goal on applications, 
and we hope to reach it before long on supplementals. But we need the co- 
operation of applicants and members in properly preparing application papers 
and in answering requests from the genealogists for additional data and proof. 

On hand are some 100 rejected papers which we have been asked to review 
with new data and evidence, as well as approximately 75 requests to make 
corrections on old papers to agree with data and evidence not available when 
the application was made. 

Chapter contributions have made it possible to rebind the worn volumes of 
our application papers and to purchase tables for the use of the genealogists.

REPORT OF HISTORIAN GENERAL 


The second year in our historic endeavor has been one of increased work, 
of increased acquisitions, and of really pleasant duties. We have a wealth of 
historic materials in the Americana room. 

American History Month was proclaimed by 45 States including Hawaii and 
the Canal Zone. There is an increased number of participants in historic 
programs during February. Hundreds of chapters have had programs honoring 
President Monroe and the bicentennial. As 1958 is the centennial of Theodore 
Roosevelt, chapter programs will include his ideas of conservation, government, 
war activities, and the many fields in which he was a dominant figure. 

Many members have made the sentimental journeys to Jamestown, Plymouth, 
and Yorktown. Include a visit to some historic house or markings in your 
summer vacation plans. 

All States have issued history medals, history certificates, and prizes to 
schoolchildren at all levels. 

The preservation of our fragile original documents is proceeding. Our inter- 
esting collection of signatures of First Ladies lacks only six to make it complete. 
It was the pleasure of collecting these which lead to our congress program hon- 
oring the women who contributed to the glamour of our history and to the 
service of American womanhood. 

Our superb collection of 96 items includes autograph letters, manuscripts, 
and documents, written by the delegates to the Constitutional Convention and 
those who were appointed but failed to attend it. There is no collection in 
the United States superior to this one which presents a true history of our 
formulative period written by the most important figures in America—Washing- 
ton, Franklin, Charles Carroll, Hamilton, Patrick Henry, Madison, George 
Mason, Gerry, James Wilson, and many others—all outstanding leaders in 
the debates on the floor of the Convention, except Mason who did not attend. 

Of significance are the autograph letters and manuscripts of Richard Henry 
Lee and George Mason, discussing their objections to the Constitution and a 
Bill of Rights (the first ten amendments) written in September and October 
1787 to Elbridge Gerry. The quality of the documents is high, and most of the 
data relate to the affairs of national significance, legal matters, or to business. 
Other important letters relate to the Revolution, world affairs, national politics, 
public lands, Indians, boundaries, and tax collecting.

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REPORT OF LIBRARIAN GENERAL 


The busiest seasons ever recorded in our library were the spring and summer 
of 1957 with their large number of visitors. The redecorated wings of our library 
are ready for our Continental Congress visitors. 

The honor roll States, having 100 percent chapter librarians, were: Alabama, 
District of Columbia, Florida, Illinois, Indiana, Kansas, Maine, Maryland, 
Massachusetts, Michigan, Montana, New Hampshire, New Jersey, New Mexico, 
North Carolina, Ohio, Rhode Island, Texas and Virginia. 

The District of Columbia obtained its list of requested books, making an 
outstanding record of 11 years; Massachusetts holds the same record for 4 
years. Michigan joins them for the first year to complete their request list. 

A microfilm cabinet and two steel filing cabinets have been received, as well 
as additional sections of bookstacks. 

Sixty-eight volumes of 1880 census records were released as follows: 3 volumes 
to New Mexico, 10 to Nebraska, 33 to Iowa, 1 to Idaho, 21 to Kansas. Our 
library has microfilms of this material. 

Metal Princeton files have been purchased for periodicals. 

The Bangor (Maine) Public Library had all material sent in by the genealog- 
ical records commitee of the Maine Society, DAR, microfilmed at our library at 
their expense for use in the Bangor Public Library. 

The new DAR library booklet, with a beautiful picture of our First Lady, 
Mrs. Dwight D. Eisenhower, a DAR member, on the front cover, a new picture of 
Memorial Continental Hall, and five other color pictures, gives information on 
the library and our first librarian general, Dr. Anita Newcomb McGee. A unique 
feature is four colored postcards in a back pocket. Our appreciation goes to 
Mrs. Eisenhower for posing in our library for a picture and for her permission 
to use the picture on postcards. 

A large framed photograph of the librarian general, with Capt. W. M. 
Silliphant, MC USN, was presented to our library by the Armed Forces Institute 
of Pathology. 

State work included donations of over 10,000 books and magazines to libraries, 
public schools, DAR approved schools, hospitals and military installations as 
well as children’s educational ‘books to school library on Indian Reservation. 

Many chapters have taken a special interest in building up a DAR shelf in 
local public libraries; 16 chapters are building genealogical sections in local 
libraries. 

Last year two-thirds of money contributions were spent for State library 
work, one-third for our DAR library; this year $5,761.97 for DAR library; 
$5,897.58 for State library work. Contributions to the DAR library fund—$2,426. 

We received 709 books (139 on request lists) from 267 chapters, 32 micro- 
films, 278 pamphlets, 88 manuscripts. One chart and 2 photostats were given;

REPORT OF CURATOR GENERAL 


This second year closes with the museum, State rooms, the foyer, and corri- 
dors giving ample evidence of your continuing interest and effort. 

Attendance reached an alltime high when Wednesday of last week brought 
the largest number of visitors ever recorded in one day. Our visitors included 
numbers of foreign students as well as other visitors from foreign lands. The 
museum folder with its 24 beautiful color photographs of the museum and various 
State rooms has been most. enthusiastically received. Copies of this folder are 
available to you upon request and at no cost, to help give you a constructive 
museum story. 

The same rulings of many years ago, naming the Revolutionary Period as 
ending in 1830, govern the museum operation of today. Where there has been 
conflict of opinion your curator general has honestly and sincerely tried to carry 
out the directives of the national board of management, made at a time when it 
was first realized that an area comprising some 35,000 square feet must have well- 
defined direction and control. We, too, have an obligation to the public as bind- 
ing as the historian who puts his dates and facts in book form. 

A lovely gilt frame for Kate Duncan Smith’s portrait highlights the renova- 
tion of the Alabama room. Rhode Island and Kentucky are making extensive 
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changes. Delaware’s significant project continues and is enhanced by a new 
handsome Delaware armchair in rose damask. Tennessee is about to begin a fine 
project of great historical import. Indiana has added a superb American wing 
chair, an open-arm English chair, bell metal candlesticks and a signed set of 
American andirons. Missouri has again honored the president general by adding 
fine porcelain figurines to the mantel and an Aubusson carpet of great beauty 
to the Missouri room. 

Sets of new slides are now available for purchase or loan; post cards, orchid 
notes, and other items are on display for purchase during Congress and are now 
available in a permanent small shop recently opened on the D Street corridor 
adjacent to the museum. 

The largest undertaking of the year was the redecorating of the president 
general’s reception room. It is now completed and was rededicated on Saturday 
as a fitting symbol of the high purpose and endeavor of our National Society. Of 
outstanding beauty are the Wedgwood urns on the mantel and the three English 
Jasper urns of the lamps. 

Some outstanding accessions of the past year include an 18th century weather 
cock, sugar nippers, compass, crewel embroidery, Liverpool jugs, costumes, and 
quilts. 

The award for the largest amount of money goes to New York. The award for 
the greatest number of gifts goes to the District of Columbia. 

This report carries with it the activity of the friends of the museum commit- 
tee, which follows. For the 6-month period, October through March, total dona- 
tions reached $2,994.25, exceeding the total for the 13 months included in the 
first annual bulletin.

REPORT OF REPORTER GENERAL TO THE SMITHSONIAN 
INSTITUTION 


As directed by act of Congress February 20, 1896, in the incorporation act of 
the National Society, Daughters of the American Revolution, and by direction 
of the National Board of Management, this report is compiled and sent to the 
pea ptges Institution for communication to the Congress of the United 

tates. 

Parts I, II, and III list the outstanding accomplishments of the Society in a 
condensed, narrative form for a readable and interesting report. 

Part IV records grave location data of soldiers of the American Revolution. 
For the current year, 1,308 were reported, of which 757, being newly reported, 
are listed in part IV; 409 were listed in previous reports, 1 being a duplicate 
name; the remaining 141 being composed of grave locations for 86 wives; 
and the balance of 55 locations carrying insufficient data. These 55 are carried 
in the office card catalog with the hope that additional data will reach us for 
their future appearance in the report. This catalog is located in the office of 
the historian general and is open to those searching for their Revolutionary 
ancestors. 

Many requests for the securing of Government headstones and markers for 
graves of Revolutionary soldiers or sailors are received and the Department of 
the Army, Office of the Quartermaster General, has been most cooperative in 
supplying request forms and an information memorandum. 

The customary letters of instruction for the year’s work were sent to the 
officers concerned.

REPORTS OF THE STATE REGENTS 
REPORT OF ALABAMA STATE REGENT 


The Alabama Society, DAR, has an active membership of a little over 2,800 
members in 64 chapters, two new chapters having been formed recently. We 
are actively engaged in all forms of work as set out by the National Society. 

The Alabama Daughters are particularly proud of the new Mechanical Arts 
Building, dedicated October 22, 1957, and now in use. This latest addition to 
the group of school buildings on the Kate Duncan Smith campus at Grant will 
enable the mountain boys to get the training necessary for work in nearby 
plants, thus making it possible for them to earn better living and remain in 
their native State. In the past, in addition to regular academic subjects, the boys 
were taught farming and dairying, but conditions have changed. The farms 
are small and successful farms are mechanized, so the school has had to change 
with the changing conditions and to include shopwork on a larger scale. With 
this splendidly equipped shop the mountain boys can be taught and trained 
along special lines and eventually establish good homes in Alabama. While 
other States contributed to this worthy project, the Alabama Society gave the 
largest shop room at a cost of $14,000. The girls at Kate Duncan Smith School 
are trained in homemaking, getting practical experience in a practice cottage. 

Beautiful Lane Chapel, the project of the Alabama Officers’ Club, was also 
dedicated on October 22, 1957. This native-stone chapel on high ground over- 
looking Kennamer’s Cove received splendid gifts from friends from other States 
as well as gifts and memorials to Alabama Daughters. A beautiful electric 
organ and handsome altar brass are among the many gifts. 

Support is given the school in many other ways, for in addition to gifts of 
money, food, books, Christmas gifts, and the like, many boxes of used clothing 
are sent each year. This clothing is sold for a very small sum to the mountain 
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people, who are thus helped with their clothing needs and the money paid is 
used to help defray some of the expenses at the school. 

A highlight of the year was the presentation to Judge Walter B. Jones of a 
beautiful framed replica of the Constitution in observance of Constitution 
Week, which was presented in the name of the National Society and the 
Alabama Society and placed in the judge’s chambers in the new courthouse 
in Montgomery, where it will serve as an inspiration to all. 

Much time and thought were given to work with the naturalization courts’ 
Americanism program, planned programs for the observance of patriotic days, 
teaching of conservation, instruction in proper teaching conservation, and of in- 
struction in proper treatment and respect of the flag. Our work with children 
included junior American citizens’ clubs and Children of the American Revolu- 
tion Societies. Again this year the annual DAR good citizens’ pilgrimage was 
held. On this occasion the outstanding senior girls selected as DAR good citi- 
zens from high schools throughout the State assembled for the pilgrimage with 
special programs dealing with citizenship. As usual, the girls met at Huntingdon 
College in Montgomery. 

Two Revolutionary soldiers’ graves were marked during the past year. A 
bronze marker was placed on the new courthouse in Mobile commemorating 
the first site of Mobile, ‘“Fort Louis de la Conde.”

REPORT OF ALASKA STATE REGENT 


The two DAR chapters of Alaska, located in Fairbanks and Anchorage, have 
a total membership of 72 members plus 4 members at large.

REPORT OF ARIZONA STATE REGENT 


Arizona chapters: participated in all phases of the Society’s work as outlined 
by the national officers and national chairman. 

Its seven chapters reported a membership of 527, with 28 members at large. 
Of especial interest was the support given to the DAR approved schools with 
contributions of money, boxes of clothing, and other gifts, with emphasis placed 
on special contributions to the dormitory for little girls at Tamassee. Com- 
munity service to the many groups of this nature included funds for vitamins 
at a baby clinic at Guadalupe, a Mexican village near Tempe, the organization 
of a youth string quartet, and close associations with various other youth 
groups. 

The DAR good citizenship program was participated in by 85 accredited high 
schools, the first winner being Miss Kareen Farnsworth of Wilcox, Ariz. It 
was interesting to note that most of the best papers in this contest came from. 
small-town high schools. Our work with the American Indians was distributed 
between Bacone College and St. Marys High School, in addition to work with 
the Arizona Indians. Our student loan fund was not active this past year. 

Further accomplishments included the copying of abstracts of wills and 
cemetery records; activity in a junior American citizens club; the showing of 
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patriotic films; the stressing of correct use of the American flag; considerable 
use of radio, TV, and newspaper outlets.

REPORT OF ARKANSAS STATE REGENT 


Our achievements in Arkansas of the past year covered the interlocking 
objectives of our Society, which are educational, historical, and patriotic, and 
were accomplished through the efforts of our nearly 1,450 members. 

Activities with our youth included work with junior American citizens clubs; 
many contributions to our approved schools, which included 25 individually 
wrapped gifts with a 50-cent coin tucked in each for the children at Tamassee. 

American History Month was stressed in our chapter programs, and many 
students participated in the James Monroe high school essay contest. In addi- 
tion, certificates and medals were awarded for proficiency in the study of Amer- 
ican history, and historical programs and tours for schoolchildren were 
arranged. 

Conservation of our rich heritage of Arkansas’ natural resources was empha- 
sized, and numerous slides and films were displayed on this subject. Conserva- 
tion was taught by members to classes of young people and practiced through 
the planting of trees, shrubs, bulbs, and pine seedlings. Members established 
bird-feeding stations and birdbaths and raised 100 mallard ducks. 

In the genealogical field, 219 pages of data were compiled, and two volumes 
were indexed. Interest in our DAR Museum was manifested through con- 
tributions to the museum fund and a gift of Colonial currency of 1776. 

Constitution Week was observed by a proclamation of the Governor and by 
many programs and considerable publicity in the newspapers, radio, and TV. 

Five students are participating in our student-loan program. 

A complete list of graves of Revolutionary soldiers in Arkansas and graves of 
Real Daughters (one who was both a daughter of a Revolutionary soldier and 
a member of the DAR) were recorded in our national headquarters. 

Our national defense program was an item included on the program at each 
chapter meeting, as were the informing of each member of pending legislation, 
the reading and evaluating of school textbooks, and consideration of fluoridation 
in local water systems.

REPORT OF CALIFORNIA STATE REGENT 


The California Society organized four new chapters during the year. We now 
have 140 chapters, with a membership of 8,302, which is a net gain of 226 
members. 

At the request of the State regent, Gov. Goodwin J. Knight issued a proclama- 
tion naming February 1958 as American History Month in California. 

Our society always has been interested in youth and in the educational as- 
pects of DAR work. The superintendent of public instruction in California 
permitted DAR chapters to give awards for excellence in American history and 
DAR good citizens. In all, 268 history medals were given pupils for proficiency 
in American history; 361 DAR good-citizen pins were presented; and a $100 
U.S. savings bond was given to the State winner. The winning girlS were 
chosen in recognition of dependability, service, leadership, and patriotism. 
California has continued its girl homemakers’ committee, and many hours of 
volunteer service have been given to this project. Over $300 was contrib ated 
in cash, and one chapter gave its DAR girl homemaker a $100 scholarsh’ p to 
encourage her in continuing her training. 

Over $1,400, in addition to much clothing, food, and $300 in scholarships, was 
given to aid California Indians. Scholarships amounting to $920 were sent to 
Bacone College for Indians; scholarships amounting to $964 and $105.90 for the 
dormitory fund were sent to St. Mary’s High School for Indian girls. 

Freedom is a birthright, but to thousands it is a goal to be reached by becom- 
ing citizens of the United States. Over 17,900 DAR Manuals for Citizenship 
were distributed to foreigners for study in naturalization classes. 
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There were 2,088 subscriptions to the DAR Magazine, while California spon- 
sored the December 1957 issue, in which every chapter in the State was repre- 
sented for a total amount of $3,246 in advertising. 

Many books were given our DAR Library in Washington, and a cabinet for 
the microfilm was purchased ata cost of $400. 

One nurse’s scholarship in occupational therapy in the amount of $500 was 
given. 

There was increased interest in our DAR schools. California completed pay- 
ment on her $5,000 classroom at our Kate Duncan Smith School and in addition 


sent over $600 for maintenance and $760 for scholarships. For our DAR school 


at Tamassee, a permanent walkway leading from the Texas Friendship House 
to the Ohio Hobart dining hall was paid for at a cost of $1,065, and $700 was 
sent in payment of one-fourth of a room in the Allene Wilson Groves Cottage 
for Little Girls. In addition there was contributed $200 for maintenance and 
$1,025 for scholarships. 

Our CAR Societies continue to grow, and this year the DAR State Society 
underwrote the expenses of one California CAR member that she might recite 
a tribute, “I Am the Flag,” at the opening program of continental congress. 

We worked with radio, TV stations, and press to create better public relations. 
The radio time secured was 19 hours 17 minutes, which if purchased would have 
cost $5,455. TV time secured was 3 hours 27 minutes, which if purchased would 
have cost $6,000. We had 41,185% inches of publicity in newspapers and maga- 
zines and 790 pictures. 

There were 101 chapters on the national honor roll, with gold, silver, or honor- 
able mention. 

Programs have been varied. Community work was widespread, with special 
emphasis on patriotic holidays, national defense, and Americanism.

REPORT OF CHINA STATE REGENT 


The Shanghai chapter of the DAR was admitted to the Society in 1924 and 
has functioned amid difficulties of various kinds, wars, evacuation, and finally 
the coming of the Communists. Living in Shanghai then became impossible, 
and so most of the members came to live in the United States, though one is in 
Canada, one in Baghdad, one in Italy. 

Mary Matteson Wilbur, China State regent, called together the group living 
in southern California and meetings were continued when possible. When the 
Chinese girl whom we had been helping with scholarships completed her work, 
our philanthropic effort turned to the American Indian, and a scholarship was 
provided for a student in Bacone College who was preparing for the ministry. 

Because of Mary’s devotion to the work of the DAR by voluminous correspond- 
ence she kept in touch with the activities of the Society and with each member 
of our chapter. She passed away on February 6, 1957, and the urge and stimulus 
to continue passed with her. As we reflected on conditions, we all realized we 
should never be able to function as a chapter in Shanghai again. The number 
in southern California was reduced to seven, but a visiting member from the 
East made up the required quorum, and we voted that our only action would be 
disbandment. Letters were sent to the other 18 members scattered around the 
world, and all voted for disbandment, though they expressed sincere regrets 
that such action seemed inevitable. No other chapter, we all knew, could possibly 
supply the close fellowship we had known. A memorial scholarship for a student 
at Bacone was our last act, and it was established in memory of Mary Wilbur, 
whose devoted leadership had carried the chapter through the years. Many of 
us owe to her our interest in the great work of the DAR. Mary Wilbur was truly 
the Shanghai chapter.

REPORT OF COLORADO STATE REGENT 


The 36 chapters of the Colorado State Society, Daughters of the American 
Revolution, have endeavored in their programs to follow the year’s theme, “Our 


Goodly Heritage.” 
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In our Americanism committee, the Immigration and Nationality Act has been 
studied ; 302 welcome cards and 216 copies of the DAR Manual for Citizenship 
were distributed to naturalized citizens; GI brides and displaced persons were 
instructed. . 

The National Society owns and operates two schools and contributes gifts, cash, 
and clothing to 11 others. The.total amount of cash that Colorado gave was 
$1,762.50, : . 

The Colorado State Society, Children of the American Revolution, had a most 
instructive State conference; five societies are now active with one more to be 
organized in the future. Splendid patriotic programs have been enjoyed, 
especially at group meetings. The national senior president and the national 
president of CAR were entertained in Denver. | 

Speakers on conservation were obtained from the National Park Service, the 
National Resources Committee, and the U.S. Soil Conservation Service. Subjects 
discussed included billboards along public highways; the transcontinental high- 
way as it will affect the parks and homes of residents; water conservation; the 
education, feeding, and housing of migrant workers; and the improving of the 
accommodations in the Rocky Mountain National Park. 

Letters were written to Congressmen and Senators asking support of the 
McCarran-Walter Act and to work against the Kennedy bill (S. 2410). Sub- 
versive propaganda is discussed in the meetings, Constitution Week was ob- 
served; patriotic programs and pageants were given; the pledge of allegiance 
was recited at the meetings. 

In all, 114 DAR good citizens were selected by the contests held in the senior 
high schools. The National Society presented a $100 U.S. Government bond and 
a State winner pin to the first winner selected from this contest, and the Colorado 
State Society gave a $25 U.S. savings bond to the second winner. A citizenship 
class for war brides was conducted at the Fitzsimons Army Hospital in Den- 
ver. Citizenship training was promoted in junior high schools in Denver by 
means of programs, medals, telecasts, and a study of codes of conduct. 

The State and chapter student loan fund has benefited many young students 
attempting to obtain an education. One chapter gave $1,550 in scholarships; 
another has a loan fund of $1,122.50. 

Money and requested books have been donated to the National DAR Library 
in Washington, to the State libraries, and to local genealogical libraries. Mem- 
bers have given volunteer hours assisting in local libraries and have distributed 
historical pamphlets. 

The flag committee distributed 1,043 small flags, 28 large flags, and 804 flag 
codes; and gave 68 talks on the flag. There were 25 pamphlets on the “History 
of the Flag” distributed, and 110 pledge of allegiance cards bestowed. 

Members of the Society assisted local authorities in the restoration of old 
forts used in early pioneer days in order to convert them into museums; 
assisted in the dedication of recreational parks; compiled old records of land 
grants and tracts; discovered old grave markers and markers in an old opera 
house ; and marked the graves of DAR members. 

The State chairman of civil defense attends the meetings of the women’s 
advisory council of civil defense of Denver for the purpose of reporting the 
latest activities to the members. Information on civfl defense was displayed 
at the State conference. Some members belong to the ground observer corps, 
and one member is a Civil Air Patrol constituent. In all, 262 volunteer hours 
were given to civil defense activity. 

American music was studied and programs illustrating its history and value 
were given. 

Resolutions pertaining to the vital issues of the times were adopted at our 
State conference and copies sent to Senators, Congressmen, J. Edgar Hoover, 
and other public officials. 

Our members have given 14,082 volunteer hours to groups outside of our 
DAR Society, such as Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts, Jobs Daughters, Camp Fire Girls, 
Red Cross, hospitals, the cancer, polio, and heart fund drives, veterans’ rehabili- 
tation at Government hospitals, and church work 

Emphasis was made on February as American History Month by a group of four 
members meeting and being photographed in the Governor’s office while he 
signed the proclamation. 

A cony of the Constitution, a gift to the Society, was presented to the U.S. 
Air Force Academy.

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REPORT OF CONNECTICUT STATE REGENT 


The 57 chapters of Connecticut report a membership of 4,947. One new 
chapter was accepted last June, and another is in process of organization. 

Our approved schools received loyal support, the sum of $3,189.92 having 
been given through Connecticut Daughters, one Daughter giving $3,150. 

Of 102 high schools in Connecticut, 101 participated in the DAR good citizens 
program. These seniors enjoyed a tour of the State library and the capitol, 
a panel discussion by seven of them, and presentation of the new special pin to 
the DAR good citizen girl. 

The State historian added to her slides of historic Connecticut and worked 
with a special committee on editing of chapter histories from 1929 to date, 
for a permanent record. The two historic homes, the Gov. Jonathan Trumbull 
house at Lebanon and the Oliver Ellsworth homestead at Windsor, both of them 
owned and maintained by Connecticut Daughters, have had fine care, which 
included necessary repairs and redecoration. 

Outstanding Americanism work was done, particularly in adult education 
classes. In all 1,600 hours were given for community service. The State 4-H 
Club received $50 toward the Washington Encampment as a gift of the Con- 
necticut DAR. 

Five scholarships of $200 each were given. 

The membership is active in support of legislation, especially the Bricker 
amendment and the McCarran-Walter Act. Although fewer DAR junior Ameri- 
can citizen clubs exist now than formerly, the 42 still remaining do good work 
and are much appreciated. 

At a special program held on November 13, 1957, there was presented to the 
State of Connecticut a replica of the Constitution of the United States of 
America. The meeting was largely attended by Connecticut Daughters, with 
many State dignitaries also present. The State librarian received the replica 
as the representative of the Governor.

The pledge of allegiance is given at all meetings and a small American flag is 
presented each new member.

In recognition of our DAR approval schools, the Maine Society gave two), 
scholarships of $50 each to Tamassee and two to Kate Duncan Smith.

The chapters contributed $47.25 to the 
special fund for St. Mary’s Indian School. 

Our chapters take a very active part in naturalization courts. Six of them 
worked directly with the courts, gave flags to the new citizens and entertained 
them at coffee hours or chapter meetings. One chapter presented a copy of 
“The Immigrants’ Prayer” by Peter Marshall. 


Cash and clothing to the value of $401.81 were sent to our DAR approved } 


schools. The sum of $25 was given to the Allene Wilson Groves Cottage for 
Little Girls. A gift of $150 from the scholarship fund was given to a young pre- 
ministry student; and $20 was given for work at the veterans hospital at Fort 
Harrison. Members reported 622 hours work in community projects. 

Speakers from the Forestry Service, soil conservation workers, and county 
agents have kept the chapters informed on conservation. Three were given 
awards for outstanding work while one chapter held a public forum for young 
people on conservation education. 

Thirteen chapters sponsored 29 girls for DAR good citizens, making it pos- 
sible for high schools where there is no chapter to choose a DAR good citizen. 
One chapter gave a $50 U.S. savings bond to their winning girl. 

Copies of the DAR Magazine are placed in city, county, and school libraries 
throughout the State, as well as in the Montana Historical Library. 

Nine chapters gave $5 each for magazine advertising, and five chapters con- 
tributed to the DAR Museum fund. 

Junior American citizen clubs are sponsored by 4 chapters with a total of 82 
clubs having 1,973 members. One chapter alone has 56 clubs with 1,491 members. 

Few members were lost through death during the year, but new members and 
transfers to the State accounted for an over-all gain of 10. With a new chapter 
in process of organizing at Miles City, prospects are good for a continued gain. 

Time for the discussion of national defense ranging from 5 to 30 minutes is 
allowed at a majority of meetings. Six chapters devoted entire meetings on 
the subject. All chapters used the theme “Our Goodly Heritage” in chapter 
meetings. Twelve chapters had special observances of Constitution Week, which 
had been proclaimed by the Governor. There were 16 DAR good citizenship 
medals presented, as well as 3 merit awards to ROTC students at the State 
university. One loan was made from the scholarship fund of $5,825; three 
loans are outstanding. 

Press relations throughout the State have been excellent, with good coopera- 
tion from all the newspapers. Several scrapbooks were on exhibit at the State 
conference. A total of 2,888 inches of publicity were given during the year in 
19 daily and 9 weekly papers. Radio and TV facilities were used wherever - 
available. Stations were most generous with time for spot announcements, 
especially through Constitution Week. 

All chapters maintain a shelf in their public libraries or furnish materials 
to their libraries. One chapter gave a set of 20 volumes of children’s education 
books to the school at a nearby Indian reservation. 
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} American History Month was again proclaimed by the Governor. Four en- 
| tries were received in the James Monroe essay contest. Schools cooperated in 
| the American History Month contest, with prizes being given by local chapters. 
| KEKight chapters had active transportation committees, with a number having 


. ) programs on traffic safety. The State chairman was asked to participate in the 
| #) President’s safety committee meetings.

REPORT OF NEBRASKA STATE REGENT 


| Nebraska’s 44 chapters have a unique record this year, with all 2,388 members 
| having their dues paid up by January 1. 

| We contributed money generously to all national committees—over $3,182 
| this year, which was about $1.30 per member. Although there were no large 
| gifts, the total amount represented participation of the whole membership. We 
| have given seven scholarships to St. Mary’s School; seven scholarships to our 
| DAR-approved schools, and over $700 toward the Allene Wilson Groves Cottage 
| for Little Girls at Tamassee. 

Our record in all departments of the work of our National Society was out- 


‘i standing. We rank ninth in the Nation in money gifts to the DAR Museum in 


| Washington. We gave personal attention to all naturalization classes, and 

} schools. One chapter gave a reception for 130 new citizens, visited their homes, 

| and presented flags, flag codes, welcome cards, and 145 DAR manuals for citizen- 

i) ship. One chapter furnished baby sitters so parents could attend naturaliza- 
tion classes and the final court hearings. 

| | We have 11 societies of Children of the American Revolution with 179 members. 

/ We have 128 junior members, who are ladies under 35 years of age. A total of 

| 508 members gave 20,225 hours of volunteer service to community activities, 
youth groups, and hospitals. 

. We are most interested in conserving our State’s soil, water, wildlife, and 
natural beauty. We planted over 14,600 trees in shelter belts this year. Our 

members report new irrigation wells, grassed waterways, storage dams, and 

| contour cultivation practices. A constant program of education for our youth 

| in conserving our resources is being carried out by Nebraska members. 

An interesting item is the preservation of the contents of an old cornerstone 


box. Ata cost of $115, the papers and records are being laminated and bound 


/ and will be placed in the museum in the community. We make copies and pre- 


i} serve old records from Bibles, cemeteries, courthouses, churches, and old news- 


} papers. One member did research and prepared a program on “Ghost Towns of 


‘| Nebraska.” We find many towns remain only in memory. 


Some chapters do great work with the children in the rural schools, training 


| the pupils in citizenship, parliamentary procedure, Americanism, and historical 


/ traditions. These are the Junior American Citizens Clubs, having a membership 
1 of 2,046. 

The year’s theme, “Our Goodly Heritage,’ suggested the sponsoring of an 
/ essay contest about some of our statesmen. Our State historian conducted a 
| James Monroe essay contest, with 96 high school students participating. Over 

1,100 school children were taken on historical tours during the year. 

We emphasized the displaying of flags and getting members to vote. We are 
| proud that 94 percent do vote. We evaluate textbooks, study legislation, and 
| contact our Congressmen frequently. 

A student loan fund maintained at our State university is used for small 
emergency loans.

REPORT OF NEVADA STATE REGENT 


Nevada is the sixth largest State in area, but is the smallest in population. 
There are six DAR chapters with a total membership of 272. 

The theme “Our Goodly Heritage” was promoted throughout the State. Every 
chapter participated in the observance of Constitution Week and American 
History Month. A proclamation for each was issued by the Governor and by 
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the mayors of cities. Through the effort of DAR, special observances were held 
in many schools, churches, libraries, and service clubs. 

Nevada has an Indian population of nearly 6,000. The State society works 
actively in assisting local Indian tribes. Members help the Indians in their 
difficult transition from reservation to community life and encourage them to 
participate in civic and charitable projects. Chapters donated food, blankets, 
and used clothing. They have given Christmas gifts to children of one colony, 
a new wardrobe for a high school girl, special food for Indian nursery, house- 
hold items, and materials for handicraft work. Chapters also contributed $20 
to Bacone College and $10 to St. Mary’s, both Indian schools. 

All members show an interest in American music. One chapter featured 
American music at every meeting using local soloists, and sponsored a radio 
program by a male chorus that helped awaken’ community interest. A pro- 
gram was furnished for the CAR State meeting. 

Work on Americanism included attendance at naturalization courts and the 
distributing of flag codes, creed cards, and lapel flags. DAR manuals for citizen- 
ship were given to individuals and school libraries. 

Donations were given to our DAR-approved schools. A radio program was 
given that drew so much public interest that the station requested it be repeated. 

There are two CAR societies in Nevada, and two more are in the process 
of organization. Members, one of whom is a national vice president, attended 
the CAR conference in Washington. 

Chapters participated in community service by working with youth groups 
and aiding underprivileged and handicapped children. Further aid was given 
to the blind, deaf, mentally ill, and aged, with members participating in national 
health and Red Cross drives. 

Conservation is stressed. Our cooperation with one high school resulted in 
conservation lectures being given as a basis for a DAR theme contest, the winners 
of which were given a field trip. 

Nearly all high schools participated in the DAR good citizens contest. This 
project received statewide publicity. 

Members subscribe to DAR Magazine and secure advertisements for it. Two 
books of family records were given to the DAR Library and genealogical books 
were presented to two public libraries. 

There are 116 junior American citizens clubs, with a membership of 1,071. 
Thatcher award pins were given and the winners participated in radio and tele- 
vision programs. The Washoe County school administration and Reno City 
police cooperate in every respect. Last June the Huntington Library gave an 
exhibit of Jamestown for award winners from California and Nevada. 

All chapters gave national defense programs and members have written their 
Senators and Congressmen regarding all important national issues where Amer- 
ican freedoms and the Constitution are threatened. A number of DAR good 
citizenship medals were awarded by the chapters. 

DAR news items nearly doubled last year’s record. DAR publicity was also 
carried in the Press Digest, school papers, church bulletins, and naturalization 
court proceedings. Nevada is proud of both the number and quality of radio and 
TV programs put before the public by members of the DAR. Radio time totaled 
2 hours and 45 minutes. Three telecasts were given of two half-hour programs 
and one 15-minute telecast. Twenty-one spot announcements were made on 
radio. 

Large flags were presented to two schools and a Boy Scout troop. Flag codes 
were distributed. The pledge of allegiance and the singing of the national anthem 
is encouraged at all meetings, in schools, and at patriotic and civic affairs in com- 
munities throughout the State. 

Members work on traffic safety and one visited a traffic court in cooperation 
with the American Bar Association’s traffic court program. 

This has been a year of achievement and increase in all phases of DAR work 
in Nevada. Members have worked diligently in all projects and a concentrated 


effort has been made to introduce DAR ideals and love of country throughout 


the State.

REPORT OF NEW JERSEY STATE REGENT 


This year we have tried to carry out the theme of “A More Interested DAR.” 
| Five area meetings were held to stimulate interest in our projects and accom- 
| plishments. 
| For some time we have had questions as to the significance of the historic 
@ chapter names. This year, the State historian successfully completed her proj- 
; ect of a booklet with the meanings of same, covering the 95 chapters organized 
| during the past 66 years, 84 of which are still active. This little pamphlet 
} states simple and briefly many a fact in the lives of our patriots of the past, 
j}and of events in New Jersey history. While not a profitmaking project, its 
} success over and above cost of printing enabled us to award prizes for essays 
| submitted for our James Monroe essay contest. 
' Additions to our Americana collection were the signature of Martha Wash- 
} ington and a document signed by DeWitt Clinton while Governor of New York, 
namely, the commission of Anson Hinman as brigadier general. 
| Another project dear to New Jersey Daughters was our work with our Indian 
; Americans. Seventy-six of our chapters supported this committee in many 
ways—scholarships; the final payment toward the home economic department 
| of St. Mary’s School; a new tile floor laid throughout Robert’s Hall, the dormitory 
| at St. Mary’s. Money is being raised to furnish a lounge in the new building 
i at St. Mary’s. 
| In the field of Americanism, 5,000 DAR manuals for citizenship were presented 
@ in naturalization courts. Delegates were sent to the State Americanization 
q conference for the adult education school for the foreign-born. A 2-day trip 
§ was held for those currently enrolled in Americanization classes throughout 
=} the State so that they could see their State government at work. 
The Society was active in youth work. The annual home economic scholar- 
) ship was presented to a freshman entering this department at Douglas College. 
Elementary and high school girls submitted entries for a dress contest, with 


§ the youngsters modeling the winning creations at our State conference. At 
= the same time, 122 girls from as many senior high schools were presented DAR 


) good citizenship certificates. 
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Our genealogical records committee completed the second part of its 3-year 
program, the compilation of a record of the men in New Jersey who took the 
oath of allegiance to the Colonies. These original papers, now in a box in the 
public records office at the State House Annex, Trenton, have been arranged, 
photostated, deciphered in many cases, typed, indexed, and bound. In these 
records we find the names of Quakers who affirmed their loyalty to the Colonies, 
men who were relieved from military duty to make shoes for the Army, those 
who cared for the sick, and men who worked the farms. In this way we hope 
to enable many women to become members of our Society who are not able 
to secure proof of military service. 

Our members have been most flag-conscious. Through the generosity of a 
member, an old 138-star flag (26 by 50 inches) was framed and presented to the 
local library. The State Society was the recipient of two beautiful New Jersey 
State flags, one of which will be used in our own State; the other at our national 
headquarters. The untiring efforts of many members resulted in a fine display 
of Old Glory during Constitution Week and on patriotic holidays. During the 
former, many chapters arranged for window displays of historic documents and 
the presentation of copies of the Constitution to numerous schools. 

Ever mindful of our place in the community, we participated in neighborhood 
events. Several chapters entered floats on special occasions; in one case a 
“flyer” was written by a member on “The Five New Jersey Signers of the Decla- 
ration of Independence,’ which was distributed to all in attendance at the Fourth 
of July parade. 

In observation of the bicentennial of the birth of Lafayette, a parade was held 
in a town so-named in older times an Indian warpath, and the course along 
which Washington’s Army marched from Morristown to Newburgh, N.Y. “The 
Spirit of Lafayette” was entered by one of our chapters. 

Another group interested civic organizations in cleaning up and restoring 
the “Sautges Tave’s Begraven Ground,” long a community eyesore. 

Many thousands of hours have been given by members in the field of occupa- 
tional therapy, braille work, Red Cross, and community drives. With our inter- 
est for our underprivileged children continuing abreast, we feel we have accom- 
plished our aim in good measure.

REPORT OF NEW YORK STATE REGENT 


“Our Goodly Heritage,” the theme for 1957-58, was emphasized by the 178 
chapters of the New York State Society at its meetings. With a membership of 
14,627, there were 77 chapters on the honor roll. This was due principally be- 
cause nine district meetings were held over the State, with State society officers 
and chairmen accompanying the regent, providing nine miniature State con- 
ferences where all members could attend. 

All the committees showed a marked increase in their records, service to others 
being the keynote of their program. Scholarships were given for the American 
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‘Indians and the DAR-approved schools, the total cash amounting to nearly 
1 $25,000. In addition, over 5 tons of clothing, valued at $19,000, were sent. Spe- 
| cial emphasis is being given to the renovation of the New York State cottage at 


it Tamassee. 


| In the interest of Americanism, many new citizens were visited in their homes, 
\} welcomed at court, and presented with flags, flag codes, and other gifts. Nearly 
18,000 DAR manuals for citizenship were distributed. 

) The CAR, boasting 59 societies with 1,468 members, published its own mag- 
}azine and was honored for transferring the greatest number to the DAR. 

| Excellent participation has been shown in the DAR girl homemakers’ program, 
}reaching 1,325 girls. In the DAR good citizens program, 556 girls competed in 
jan essay contest. In conservation, interest was enlisted in serving churches, 
j}and State hospitals and alerting members to conservation legislation at the 
| November election. 

/ Subscriptions for the DAR Magazine have increased, reaching nearly 20 per- 
} cent of the membership, and the New York society secured 160 advertisements 


if} at a value of $2,500. 


} The New York chapters contributed to the DAR museum in money and gifts of 
i historical value. They gave three large flags and distributed many hundreds in 
| the schools. 

Working with the educational program in the schools was the promotion of the 
study of American history, for which nearly 200 American history medals and 
1/300 certificates of award were presented. Many chapters made pilgrimages to 
| historic places with great numbers of schoolchildren. Several chapters maintain 
gM historic homes. American History month was observed by 130 chapters. 

| The State regent requested that, in lieu of a corsage when she makes her of- 

ficial visit at chapters, that a money corsage be given toward a project for a 
; college scholarship fund to further the study of American history in a New York 
| college. To date, over $400 has been given. 
| Chapters sent many books of historic value to the DAR Library, placed DAR 
Magazines in local libraries, and maintained bookshelves for them. Three chap- 


-§ ters maintain local libraries. 


The junior American citizens committee sent out 167 kits to chapters for 
| guidance in contacting the schools. Chapters sponsored 57 JAC clubs with 1,600 
/ members. 

| Many chapters subscribe to the DAR motion picture review, attend community 
) film councils, and assist in the selection of motion pictures suitable for children. 
| In national defense, 575 DAR Good Citizenship Medals were presented in the 
| schools, over $700 given for “Dollars for Defense,” and 138,651 pieces of literature 


-§ distributed. A total of 800 members sent letters to legislators about current 
y j issues. The Governor proclaimed Constitution Week, and 137 chapters arranged 
1 special events for that observance. 


' Through an efficient transportation program, the report showed an increase as 
| high as 40 to 50 percent in attendance at chapters meetings.

REPORT OF NORTH CAROLINA STATE REGENT 


“Be Vigilant Americans’ was selected as our State theme for 1957-58 and 

} with this in mind we have promoted with enthusiasm the projects of our 

| National and State committees. 

| ‘We have 85 chapters with a membership of 4,846, with 10.9 percent of this 
number in the junior age group. 

Crossnore, one of the DAR-approved schools, is located in our State. The 

| North Carolina Daughters have continued to be most generous in their gifts to 

| this school, and are proud of and grateful for the Belk dormitory for little girls 

| which wa's completed, furnished, and occupied in the fall of 1957. 

| We have expended special effort in the teaching of Americanism to the youth 

| of our country through the organization of 1,508 junior American citizens clubs 


‘— with a membership of approximately 50,000. We received 10 national awards 
}§ for our achievements in this phase of our work. 


, Gov. Luther Hodges designated December 7 as Good Citizens Day in North 
| Carolina and we realized the completion of a 3-year plan when senior girls 
| selected by: fellow students from the schools throughout the State gathered in 
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our capital city, Raleigh, in observance of this event. At a luncheon made pos- 
sible by the sponsoring chapters throughout the State, the winners from the 
eight districts were announced and presented with a $10 cash award. The ad- 
dress of Mr. Edwin Gill, State treasurer, stressed the advantages of education; 
Dr. W. C. Crittenden, director of the State department of archives and history, 
presented the significance of history; and Mr. Paul Johnson, director of the 
administration, emphasized the great need for patriotism. 

To our National and State libraries we have sent 70 bound volumes containing 
13,710 pages of genealogical data. 

Our conservation work has been extensive with the following accomplishments 
recorded: 649,540 pine seedlings, 9,350 trees, and 13,849 shrubs planted; 120 
ponds were built; 73 permanent pastures established ; and 3,386 acres contoured 
for soil conservation. 

We have had 100 percent chapter participation in our national defense pro- 
gram with splendid reports on Constitution Week, which was proclaimed by our 
Governor. During that week, 6,739 spot announcements were made over radio 
and TV, in recognition of which we received two national awards. Chapters 
presented 273 flags and 1,120 flag codes and awarded 205 DAR good citizenship 
medals. 

Our American Indians were remembered with scholarships and gifts of cloth- 
ing, book's, magazine subscriptions, and handcraft materials. 

All chapters were active in historical work such as contests in schools, sponsor- 
ing historical programs and tours, observing anniversaries, promoting restora- 
tion of historic spots, and the placing of markers on the graves of Revolutionary 
soldiers and their wives. 

Particular attention was given to traffic safety. We cooperated with the traf- 
fic control agencies in our State, calling attention to this problem and the means 
of effectively carrying out the program. 

The State of North Carolina is engaged in a project of great historical sig- 
nificance, namely the restoration of Tryon Palace, the colonial and first State 
eapital. Our State Society’s donations, raised by special campaigns, is being 
used principally to furnish one of the most magnificent rooms in the palace, the 
State dining room. We have also given full-length portraits of George III and 
Queen Charlotte, which are hung on either side of the mantle in the council 
chamber. Also, numerous individual gifts have been made by chapters and 
members.

REPORT OF NORTH DAKOTA STATE REGENT 


All chapters of the North Dakota Society have used this year’s national theme 
“Our Goodly Heritage.” February is American History Month and we awarded 
200 certificates and 10 medals to school pupils for excellence in American 
history. 

Constitution Week received much greater observation this year. The Govy- 
ernor and many mayors proclaimed the week, and there were library displays 
and radio and TV spot announcements, while local papers used editorials and 
stories during the week. Chapters reported the flying of flags in downtown 
areas and church services were devoted to the Constitution. Chapters had 
programs on the Constitution in their meetings. Grace-before-meals cards were 
placed in hotels and eating places. 

Our members gave 6,630 hours in community service, which averages to 22 
hours per member in the following activities: youth groups, ground observer 
corps, juvenile delinquency, the handicapped, blind, and mentally ill, and in 
polio, Red Cross, and cancer drives. 

Americanism is an active committee. We gave out 226 DAR Manuals for 
citizenship, 10 to displaced persons, and 2 to GI brides from overseas. ‘The 
chapters distributed 187 welcome cards and placed many books and magazines 
in libraries. Four chapters helped with naturalization courts. 

All chapters supported our DAR-approved schools, giving $200 in scholarships 
and $30.50 to St. Mary’s Indian School, and $46 and five boxes of clothing valued 
at $290 to other schools. Wein North Dakota favor Indian schools because we 
have a definite problem here with the building of the Garrison Dam, which 
displaced so many Indians. 
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Chapters devoted 5 minutes on national defense at every meeting, reported on 


. | all defense material sent out by our headquarters, and gave to “dollars for 
.§} defense.” Most of us watched legislation, fluoridation of water, and socialism 


} in the churches and schools. Three chapters reported the evaluation of text- 


,§} books in the schools. 


Thirty girls from the 118 eligible schools in the State entered the DAR good 
| citizens contest. 

Six radio and TV stations gave us 400 free hours during the year, with 45 
| programs given during Constitution Week, in February as American History 


Month, and on Flag Day. 


Flags were displayed on holidays in public places, schools, courthouses, and 
' homes. There were 30 talks given on the correct use of the flag besides radio 


talks and quizzes. There were 30 press notices. Flags, codes, and leaflets were 
.§} distributed. One large flag and 10 small ones were given. 


Our membership of 3138, with 8 members at large, accomplished this reported 
3} work. 

As North Dakota is celebrating the 75th anniversary of the residence of 
| Theodore Roosevelt in our State, we had several programs and projects on that 
/ subject. We also sponsor the projects for the Peace Gardens at the North 


| Dakota-Canadian border. This garden is a living monument to the many 
3) years of peace that has existed between our country and Canada.

The Buckeye State Society’s 125 chapters with 9,525 members have accom- 
| plished the following work this year. Members contributed 10 original docu- 


| ments to the repository of Americana, $98.75 to the Americana restoration fund; 
t $216.50 in cash prizes; 131 American history medals, and 77 American history 
} certificates. We located 45 Revolutionary soldiers’ graves. There were 624 
‘—} students entered in the James Monroe essay contest and 9,816 children taken 
'§} on historic spot tours. 


| Constitution Day and American History Month was proclaimed by Governor 

| O’Neil, and chapters held appropriate celebrations. 

The Americanism committee distributed 6,100 manuals to immigrants, gave 

| 4,626 small flags, and spent $1,233.85 in the work and ceremonies in the naturali- 

| zation courts. 

Chapter gifts to American Indians included 12 college and nursing scholarships, 

} clothing, books, and money totaling $11,600. 

/ The DAR-approved schools received money, clothing, and gifts as follows: 

} Tamassee, $12,162.91; Kate Duncan Smith, $9,656.75 ; Crossnore, $1,489.07 ; other 

| Schools, $319. Ohio chapters paid $2,000 on the new Allene Wilson Groves Cot- 

| tage for Little Girls as well as $775 for the new furnace at Heaume Cottage. 

| The Lane Chapel at Kate Duncan Smith School was presented with a $2,800 

} organ and $300 brass altar appointments. 

| Ohio has 566 junior members who gave $479.88 to the Helen Pouch scholarship 

| fund. 

There are 36 CAR societies (8 newly organized this year) with a membership 

| of 745. 

There are 66 JAC clubs with a membership of 2,000. 

In Qhio’s annual 2-hour American history contest there were 485 senior 

| high schools represented with 970 contestants. U.S. savings bonds and pins were 

| awarded to the six winners. 

The program committee is making colored slide collections of historic houses 
and sites, as well as urging chapters to have better balanced programs. 

Chapters reported 29,120 inches of publicity and the State Society was awarded 

| first place in the State scrapbook contest. 

The national defense committee reported 107 chapters allowed at least 5 

| minutes, but often a whole meeting, to that work. WHighty-nine chapters had 

| literature displayed at each meeting, ninety-one watched legislation, and fifty- 

| three chapters evaluated public school textbooks. The legislation introduced in 

| the Ohio senate for observation of all holidays on Mondays was defeated largely 

| by the DAR and other patriotic groups. The chapters presented 167 DAR 

| good citizenship medals. Our speakers’ bureau gave 90 talks to DAR and

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outside groups. The chairman participated on an hour-long TV panel titled 
“Columbus Town Meeting.’’? Combined radio and TV broadcasts numbered 681. 
The chapters sent four scripts and three tape recordings to the DAR library. 

Members individually made 24 corrections in the proper display of the flag. 


Chapters gave 61 large flags and 5,752 small flags to churches, schools, and other ~ | 


institutions. 

Over 50 percent of our chapters were on the honor roll of the national society. 
Money donations to the DAR museum totaled $405.40. Valuable antiques of 
sandwich glass, old silver, and a dress belonging to Betty Schuyler, wife of Alex- 
ander Hamilton, were presented to the DAR museum. 

The genealogical records committee gave $94.66 and 30 binders to the binding 
fund, and sent over 6,000 pages of geneological data to libraries. The committee 
is now in the process of copying the 1,810 duplicate tax lists in 86 Ohio counties.

REPORT OF OKLAHOMA STATE REGENT 


Since 1957 marked Oklahoma’s golden jubilee, many chapters continued to pre- 
sent programs reviewing the State’s history. 

We have gained two new chapters of 42 members—the Col. John Stark, Sr., 
Chapter and the Capt. Peter Ankerey Chapter. Several organizing regents are 
working on others. 

Governor Gary’s proclamation of Constitution Week was carried in 23 news- 
papers. Most of the chapters gave it special attention with window displays 
and special programs. The mayors of three cities also proclaimed Constitution 
Week. 

There were 26 historical broadcasts and 57 historical projects. Eighteen 
American history medals, card awards, and eight pins were awarded. Many 
chapters sponsored James Monroe essays in the public schools. 

Seventeen chapters reported that 20 percent of their membership takes the 
DAR Magazine. 

Films for safety, 25 radio programs and 706 spot announcements and 6 tele 
vision programs were presented by the chapters. 

The State Society gave its yearly gift of $100 to an outstanding girl student 
in a university. 

An award of $50 and honorable mention for second and third awards were 
given by one district for the most outstanding dissertation on Oklahoma 
history or biography from the archival department of the University of 
Oklahoma. 

Several pieces or articles have been added to our museum in the State his- 
torical society building, which depicts a parlor in George Washington’s day. 
Valuation is placed at over $12,000. 

This summer, committees studied our DAR library, also valued at $12,000, 
which is housed in the State historical library. A list of books was added to the 
catalog, and certain repairs were recommended. 

Community service has found the women working in all areas—Scouts, Camp 
Fire, CAR, JAC, Brownies, Bluebirds, YWCA, church youth groups, Red Cross, 
Gray Ladies, children day nurseries, juvenile delinquency committees, PTA, 
Salvation Army, and churches. 

There were 175 DAR good citizenship cards awarded. At our State confer- 
ence we honored our award winners and presented a program on our schools. 

Five minutes at each meeting has been given to national defense, and in many 
chapters the entire program was on that subject. Prizes of $25, $15, and $10 were 
eiyes winners of the James Monroe essay contest. 

In October our State Society sponsored considerable advertising and an article 
on Oklahoma’s flag in the DAR Magazine. 

The total sum given for the American Indian committee was $1,443. Four 


rooms in the new boys’ dormitory at Bacone College were furnished. Much other . 


assistance has been given our Indians. Tamassee received $574.89, including 
gifts for the Allene Wilson Groves Cottage for Little Girls. Kate Duncan Smith 
received $199.95; Crossnore, $22; the Helen Pouch fund, $134.86; CAR, $33; 
Friends of the Museum, $73; and our Oklahoma kitchen, $268.50. The last is a 
room in our DAR Memorial Continental Hall furnished as an early kitchen. 

Chapters reported the presentation of 283 small flags, 1,467 flag codes, and 
literature. Flags were given to new citizens at naturalization courts. 
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Publicity included 3,822 inches in newspapers and 200 inches in DAR publi- 
‘Bcations. In addition, there were 115 pictures covering 753 inches. Sixty-two 
‘#} newspapers gave publicity to DAR. 

} An Oklahoma junior DAR was “Miss Oklahoma” this year and she also won 
i the title of ‘“Mrs. U.S. Savings Bonds.” The juniors supported the Helen Pouch 
}scholarship fund, endowment fund, and Bacone College fund; and they sold 
jinsignia stationery and helped with CAR groups and genealogical research. 
Our chapter programs covered safety education, Alexander Hamilton’s career, 
{President Monroe’s life, material for national files, colored slides, and films por- 
|traying the American way of life, antique shows, American music, colonial teas, 
and the early history of Oklahoma. 

| A study has been made to redistrict the State so that great distances may be 
‘Heliminated and work can be done at the district level to strengthen the DAR 
program at the “‘grassroots.”

REPORT OF OREGON STATE REGENT 


The Oregon DAR has 31 chapters with 1,481 members in 6 districts. Our 
‘major project is early American history through the restoration of the Robert 
) Newell House, which is progressing steadily and we look forward to its early 
completion. 

| The American Indian Committee had cooperation from chapters with special 
;Indian programs and contributions in. cash of. $135.16 and clothing valued at 
($300. The Florence Harding Fund received $5 and St. Mary’s School, $10. 

{ Our 1958 State conference featured American music, and many chapters 
/ reported programs of American music. 

' The Anne Lang scholarship for Tamassee School, a special project of Oregon 
| Daughters, was given $184.85. Gifts to our DAR-approved schools amounted 
(to $731.14. 

| Twenty-four chapters reported working in community service to prevent 
| juvenile delinquency and teenage drug addiction. The removal of obscene books 
ifrom newsstands and libraries was participated in by 24 chapters. They also 
/ worked to remove comic Christmas cards from stores and to stop bad TV pro- 
jgrams. There were 746 hours spent with youth groups and aiding handicapped 
jand underprivileged children. Three chapters sponsored DAR girl home- 
j}makers. Many members served by aiding the blind, aged, and mentally ill, the 
| Red Cross as Gray Ladies, and contributing to the occupational therapy scholar- 
| ship of the National Society. 

| Gov. Robert D. Holmes issued a proclamation for Constitution Week. Edi- 
;torials appeared in numerous newspapers throughout the State with a number 
| of radio programs. 

| Genealogical data amounting to 551 pages plus 4,385 placed on microfilm were 
|} added to our DAR Library. Miss Naomi Dougherty of Cloverdale was chosen 
jas the DAR good citizen. Five $25.U.S. savings bonds were awarded to district 
| winners. 

| Junior membership reported 51 members. These young women support the 
|} Helen Pouch Scholarship fund with theater parties and cookie and candy sales. 
Junior American citizens clubs have 298 members. One sixth-grade group 
;}gave an excellent program at the State conference. Seven chapters report 
| theaters provide special matinee programs for children. 

| Thirty of Oregon’s thirty-one chapters reported participation in the national 
i defense program. It is evident that the authoritative and inspiring material 
| sent each month to chapter chairmen from the National Society plus the informa- 
| tive material published each month in the DAR magazine has alerted and 
| educated chapter chairmen and members to a heartening degree. 

| Our chapters used the subject “Our Goodly Heritage” as program bases and 
|} more than 50 percent used topics sent by the national chairman. 

| Radio programs were given on pioneer Oregon authors. Six tape recordings 
|; and 12 indexed scripts have been forwarded to our DAR program office. Scripts 
| have been filed with the State archivist at Salem. Sixteen radio programs were 
| given, including the history of our colleges and universities. There were TV 
/and radio programs for Constitution Week, American History Month, and 
Flag Day. 
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There were 11,571 flag codes and 209 small flags presented to new citizens. 
Our members reported a display of flags on holidays and Flag Day.

REPORT OF PENNSYLVANIA STATE REGENT 


Pennsylvania added 1 new chapter this year, making 135, with 13,4238 
chapter members and 87 members at large, a net gain of 21 members. The 
State DAR project of $6,000 for Bacone College is more than two-thirds com- 
pleted. Cash in the amount of $5,742.80 for Indian work and $2,788.10 toward 
the project has been contributed this year. Clothing valued at $1,000 was sent 
to St. Mary’s and Bacone. Clothing valued at $10,981.19, a cash total of $9,688.58, 
and other gifts made a total of $21,754.32 sent to our approved schools. 

Many chapters worked with naturalization courts, held social events, assisted 
new citizens to vote, and worked with those in migrant camps. Nine Ameri- 
canism programs, with slides or films were given. Thirty-seven chapters studied 
the Immigration and Nationality Act. 

The 37 State CAR societies contributed $200 for an Indian fund as well 
as toys, books, clothing, and $50 in Christmas gifts; they also gave $25 for 
an industrial vacuum machine for the mountain schools and $140 for other 
uses. 

Chapters contributed $363 for scholarships to a conservation workshop and 
3,443 trees were planted. 

In community service, we reported a total of 101,223 hours’ work to prevent 
teenage drug addiction, juvenile delinquency, and obscene and _ subversive 
literature on newsstands and in libraries, and to foster health and welfare 
agencies, all phases of Red Cross work, etc. 

A $100 scholarship was given to the Philadelphia School of Occupational 
Therapy. 

Contests for DAR good citizens were sponsored in 504 schools, with $100, 
$50, and $25 U.S. savings bonds presented to the first 3 winners and 12 sterling 
spoons to the runners-up. 

Our DAR Library received the books on the requested list. The DAR maga- 
zine is in our homes, and placed by chapters in libraries, schools, and colleges. 
A goodly percentage of our chapters reported advertisements in the DAR maga- 
zine with a value of $812.50. Our contributions to the DAR Museum fund 
were $323. 

New citizens and organizations were presented with 1,995 small flags, and 
69 large flags went to churches, schools, and Scouts. Emphasis was placed 
on the display of flags at voting places. 

Genealogical records totaling 253 typed pages were sent to the State library. 
The DAR Library received 2,087 typed pages consisting of Bible, cemetery, 
census, church, and family records and letters, together with an index to 
printed material and 8 photostats of Bible records. Seven original docu- 
ments were given to Repository of Americana, and $74 was reported for the 
Americana restoration fund. In all, 448 certificates, 411 medals, and 250 gifts 
for proficiency in American history were awarded to students. 

Sponsorship was given by 12 chapters and 1 junior group to 101° Junior 
American Citizens’ clubs with 5,012 members, representing a gain this year of 
4 clubs and 1,740 members. The total amount reported spent for this work was 
$988. 

The junior membership totals 1,087 with 65 junior chairmen. This active 
group contributed $655.74 to the Helen Pouch Scholarship Fund and $1,800 to 
Kate Duncan Smith School for equipment for the new industrial arts building. 

Chapters showed documentary and patriotic pictures. The showing of crime 
and subversion films was protested by many chapters. 

Chapters reported voting by 91 percent of their membership; 59 chapters 
reported 1,771 contacts with State and National legislators; and 17 chapters 
placed anti-Communist literature in libraries. There were 233 DAR Good 
Citizenship Medals given. The publicity reported by 128 chapters was 31,435 
inches, including pictures appearing in 213 daily and 119 weekly papers. The 
theme, “Our Goodly Heritage,” was used by 116 chapters based on material 
from the national program committee. The State chairman and her husband 
photographed and presented 50 colored slides with dialog of Pennsylvania his- 
toric spots to our national committee. A tape and a script were sent to head- 
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iquarters for use by membership. Chapters reported 15 TV programs, 180 radio 
}programs, and 1,404 spot announcements with a total value of $2,400. 
Student loans and scholarship grants amounted to $1,400, plus a State loan 


| The transportation committee compiled and printed a historical tour booklet, 
sponsored 37 frensportation tours, and promoted a State safety project contest.

|. Rhode Island’s State Society had 23 chapters working together. Interest in 
ithe DAR-approved schoolwork is very high. Scholarships, Christmas gifts, and 
jcash contributions amounted to $725.10. This work included contributions to 
j§jthe Allene Wilson Groves Cottage for Little Girls. 

! We are fortunate in having CAR chapters with 141 members who are doing 
jfjoutstanding work, For the first time, a yearbook and a CAR newsletter were 
/issued, thereby allowing the DAR members to keep abreast of their work. 

|} Outstanding work was done at the veterans hospital by our community serv- 
fice committee. Our members also worked actively with the Boy Scouts, 
iGirl Scouts, United Givers Fund, YWCA, Public Health Nursing Association, 
jand heart associations. Gifts and cash contributions also were donated. 

/ We compiled four bound and indexed books of historical and genealogical 
}material. These books were sent to our DAR Library and to historical societies 
ifor their records and information. Four original documents were sent to the 
Americana collection. 

Three Revolutionary soldiers’ graves and those of their wives were located. 
| Fourteen certificates and 25 medals were awarded for proficiency in American 
ihistory. Sixteen historical tours were conducted for adults and seven for 
}children. Special programs during American History Month and Constitution 
} Week emphasized these phases of our society’s work. 

We are very proud of our DAR good citizen program in which 24 out 
jof the 26 schools in the State participated. On the morning of the State confer- 
Hence, the young ladies were taken on a historic pilgrimage that included the 
istatehouse and being presented to the Governor. In the afternoon, they 
f attended our luncheon as guests of the chapters and were presented their certifi- 
jcates and pins. The winner was given a U.S. savings bond and special pin. 
| This very worthwhile program was televised five times. 
1 Part of our conservation program was the cleaning up of the grounds at the 
1 Conanicut Battery site. The Conanicut Battery had many Revolutionary battles 


| fought at this particular spot and an appropriate marker has been placed there 


| by the John Eldred chapter of Jamestown. 
‘} We were fortunate to be able to send 10 books to our DAR Library, five of 
| which were on the wanted list. We spread the good work of the DAR by giving 
) subscriptions of the DAR Magazine to libraries and historical societies. Interest 
jin our flag was emphasized by the presentation of four large flags and 14 small 
\flags. Nine flag programs were given, with one entire program devoted to his- 
| toric flags supplied by our members. 
| Through our student loan and scholarship funds we assisted four students 
| to continue their education, one being a musical student studying in Italy. 
| Our alert transportation chairman furnished transportation for historical

REPORT OF SOUTH CAROLINA STATE REGENT 


.The South Carolina State Society now has 3,033 members and has just finished 
| a year of excellent work. 

Following are our accomplishments in the historical aspects: 14 certificates 
, and 32 medals were given for proficiency in the study of American history; 36 
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historical tours were made; 83 historical programs were given; 14 graves of 
Revolutionary soldiers and 4 graves of soldiers’ wives or daughters were 
located ; 5 historical markers were placed; and 65 historical anniversaries were 
observed. 

All chapters sponsored American History Month. 

The Waxhaws chapter, of Lancaster, marked the county courthouse and the 
jail (1825); both buildings were designed by Robert Mills. 

Our patriotic work included a vast amount of pine trees planting under con- 
servation ; plus 93 percent of the high schools in the State gave DAR good citizen 
medals; 58 flags were presented; 450 copies of flag code studied; 5 corrections 
made in the display of the flag; and 75 talks given on the flag. 

There was a considerable amount of newspaper publicity and radio broadcasts. 

All the chapters emphasized our interest in national defense and arranged for 
17 radio programs in connection therewith. Seventy-eight DAR good citizenship 
medals were awarded. National defense material was available at all meetings. 

Every chapter worked to give the finest type of education to children at the 
Tamassee DAR school. A $2,000 project has been undertaken for a room in 
the Allene Wilson Groves Cottage for Little Girls. A total of $12,671.42 has 
been given this year for scholarships and support of the school. Many hours of 
work, many boxes of clothing, hundreds of books, and other gifts have been 
added to these amounts.

REPORT OF SOUTH DAKOTA STATE REGENT 


The South Dakota State Society’s 14 chapters with 442 members endeavored 
to carry forward a well-rounded program of national society projects. A strong 
program for Constitution Week was launched with Governor Foss issuing a 
proclamation for observance of the week. Public interest was high with schools, 
churches, and service clubs taking a definite part. School programs appropriate 
to the week were given. Many beautiful window displays by business houses, 
libraries, and public buildings showed increased interest on the part of the pub- 
lic. Ministers of many churches preached sermons on the Constitution. In 
others prayers were offered and literature distributed. The State regent pre- 
sented three programs and appeared once on television. 

Where naturalization courts exist our members have entertained the new 
citizens at coffee parties, presenting them with DAR manuals for citizenship, 
flag codes, and offering genuine friendship. 

Junior American citizens clubs have been started this year, with emphasis 
on a “Keep South Dakota Green” program of Arbor Day planting. 

Community service afforded the opportunity for work in more than 25 organ- 
izations with 8,750 hours of work by 371 members. Members reported work in 
the Red Cross, in campaigns against cancer, tuberculosis, and polio and con- 
structive work with church groups, Boy and Girl Scouts, election boards, ete. 

In every chapter from 5 to 30 minutes were given to the study of different 
angles of national defense. During the year awards for meritorious service of 
merit were presented to Gov. Joe E. Foss and to U.S. Senator Francis Case. 
Legislation at all levels was studied. 

Twenty-one DAR good citizenship medals were presented to schoolchildren. 

The DAR good citizen contest for high school senior girls was held with high 
Schools of every county participating. National and State awards were pre- 
sented to first, second, and third winners. Another “top 10” received honorable 
mention. All chapters are active in our DAR approved schools program and 
contributed $329 in cash and many boxes of clothing, books, and equipment. 
Approximately $250 in scholarships and Christmas gifts from every chapter were 
given to our sponsored St. Mary’s Indian School for Girls at Springfield, 8S. Dak. 

A senior student at Northern State Teachers’ College received a loan of $200, 
and a student of Black Hills Teachers’ College received a $50 scholarship. The 
endowment fund award was given to two worthy college students in the amount 
of $125 each. This is an outright gift to a son or a daughter of servicemen 
since World War I. 

Chapters observed American History Month in the giving of American history 
medals and cash awards. Study of great Americans and participation in the 
nationwide James Monroe essay contest resulted in Janet Hardes receiving a 
special award for her essay titled “The Monroe Doctrine.” 
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| DAR magazine subscriptions amounted to 114, or 26 percent. All chapters 
juse the magazine as an integral part of their program. Chapter reports show 
jincreasing use of radio and television for monthly programs, spot announce- 
iments, tape recordings, and scripts. 
| Children of American Revolution Societies have gained in membership.

REPORT OF TEXAS STATE REGENT 


| With due credit and deep gratitude to all Texas Daughters of the American 
{Revolution who have aided in so many ways to make our record outstanding, 
jit can be said with justifiable pride that the State DAR Society is at its highest 
jpeak of membership, junior membership, financial strength, and activity along 
jevery line of our historical, educational, and patriotic objectives. Superb 
‘results for all our numerous diversified committees and projects have been 
accomplished. 

| Emphasis has been placed on increased membership and the organization of 
inew chapters. Texas membership stands at 7,922 as of February 1. Eight 
inew chapters have been added during this regime, 5 in the past year, making 
ja total of 104. 

|} Seven regional workshop meetings which were held last fall enabled the 
| State regent, most of the State officers, and many State chairmen to contact more 
than 75 percent of the chapters, and the work of the National Society was thus 
|brought more closely to the attention of the members. <A distance of 2,500 
miles was traveled by the State regent to conduct these meetings. 

| Always attractive to Texas Daughters, our work with youth in all phases 
|of the educational field has had widespread appeal during the past 12 months. 
i Texas boasts 2,410 junior American citizens clubs with 84,684 members. These 
‘clubs, sponsored by ‘the DAR in schools, orphanages, reform schools, community 
‘centers, settlement houses, pediatric wards of hospitals, and many other places, 
jare open to children of all races and creeds. The children receive outstanding 
training for citizenship. Ten national prizes for essays and poems were received 
| by Texas clubs last year at the continental congress. 

The DAR good citizen contest was held in approximately 600 accredited 
\high schools this spring. The winners, senior girls were selected by their fellow 
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students and faculty members. Each girl received a certificate of award and a 
gold pin, and the State winner was the guest of the Texas Society at its annual 
meeting, where she received a $100 U.S. savings bond and a specially designed 
gold pin. 

Thousands of flag codes were distributed, numerous flag raising ceremonies 
were held, and more than 1,742 flags were presented to individuals and groups. 

Sixteen chapters in the State have student loan funds amounting to $12,070; 
62 loans were made this year. Sixteen chapters have scholarships amounting 
to more than $27,000; 41 scholarships have been given. 

Recently established is a scholarship for Indian girls at Sam Houston State 
Teachers’ College. A student who plans to return to her tribe (the Alabama 
Coushatti of Texas), asa teacher, is making use of this fund. 

The Americanism program was continued by Texas Daughters with much 
activity evidenced in naturalization courts and Americanization schools. 

Great emphasis was placed.on our national defense program. Talks based 
on our National Society’s resolutions on legislation and on domestic and interna- 
tional problems were required at each chapter meeting. As a result, our mem- 
bership is exceedingly well informed. 

Three major activities of the year were the following: The dedication and 
permanent placing in the State Capitol at Austin of a replica of the Constitution 
of the United States of America, gift of the National Society; the presentation 
of five awards, suitably inscribed gold military wristwatches, to outstanding 
pilots in the Air Force, Navy, Naval Reserve, Coast Guard, and Marines; and 
the construction and furnishing of a 6-room brick guest cottage, valued at 
$17,000, for Tamassee School which was presented and dedicated with im- 
pressive ceremonies on Founders’ Day.

REPORT OF UTAH STATE REGENT 


The Utah DAR has two chapters with a membership of 194. 

By request of the DAR, Governor Clyde proclaimed the week of September 
17-23 as Constitution Week and the month of February as American History 
Month. 

Our interest is still with the Intermountain Indian School at Brigham City, 
Utah, where 2,300 Navaho youth are being trained to be healthy, useful Ameri- 
can citizens. Members gave over 300 hours teaching religious classes and con- 
tributions to a fund for a chapel. 

The national anthem or “America” was sung at each meeting of both 
chapters. Programs were given in several hospitals; a “Parade of American 
Music” was arranged for a community club, the songs of Stephen Foster were 
presented as a musical program at several rest homes. 

There were 452 DAR Manuals for citizenship and flag codes given to new 
citizens by members attending 4 courts of naturalization. Others were given 
to schools, Boy Scout. troops, and various civie clubs. 

In both chapters $25 was awarded the winning girl of an oratorical contest 
using the theme of “James Monroe and the Monroe Doctrine”; other girls were 
given medals. Twelve ROTC awards were made in senior high schools; a 
special award was given a high school boy for a published article on the Con- 
stitution; an ROTC medal was presented to an Air Force cadet at the University 
of Utah, two pins for extemporaneous speeches were presented in two high 
schools; and two awards of $10 each and one of $15 were given to the outstand- 
ing students of American history in three schools. 

Members participated in drives for community chest, heart and cancer Eko 
plood bank, and Red Cross. Homemakers’ awards were given in three high 
schools. 

Programs on conservation of natural resources were given in each chapter. 

Girls from seven high schools participated in the DAR good citizens project— . 
one winning a $100 savings bond. 

Contributions were made in cash to our DAR library. 

In our chapter programs the theme “Eternal Vigilance Is the Price of Liberty” 
was carried out by both chapters with local speakers and members who talked 
on national trends. 
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)Three leading newspapers of the State gave us very good coverage, with a 
ital of 414 inches of news and pictures.

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REPORT OF AMERICANISM AND DAR MANUAL FOR 
CITIZENSHIP COMMITTEE 


The function of the Americanism and DAR Manual for Citizenship Committe 
is citizenship training. From 46 States, the District of Columbia, Hawaii, an 
Alaska, 1,864 chapters reported work on the projects of this committee to pr¢ 
mote better citizenship among the foreign-born, illiterate citizens, our schoo 
children, and those Americans who have been misled and do not appreciate ar 
comprehend the blessings of liberty and their duties to our Republic. 

Continuous interest in our foreign-born was given by 602 chapters workin 
with naturalization courts and ceremonies; 492 chapters visiting and supportin 
Americanization day and night schools; 216 members teaching in schools; an 
flags, flag codes, books, certificates, and money being presented to new citizeng 
for perfect attendance, excellence in studies, and helpfulness to other aliens. 

All across the Nation, at almost every naturalization court, our member 
were present. In all, 447 chapters reported taking part in the ceremonies an@ 
distributing flags, welcome cards, and copies of the Constitution and Declaré 
tion of Independence to new citizens. Many chapters had entire charge of pre 
grams. That new citizens might feel further welcome in their new countryg 
289 chapters gave receptions, teas, luncheons, and dinners for them; 223 visited} 
new citizens in their homes, 151 took them to church, 68 to libraries, 100 t@f 
recreation centers, 127 to historical spots, and 229 helped them to register an 
vote. 

Hight libraries established last year for illiterates have been enlarged by almos 
a thousand books, and six new libraries were set up. 

Americanism essay contests for our schoolchildren have been sponsored 
every part of our Nation, with six States and the District of Columbia havin 
statewide Americanism essay contests ; 2,054 prizes, valued at $3,050, were giver 

Emphasis was placed on informative and patriotic Americanism program 
not only in chapters but in our communities. Members sponsored community 
programs on national holidays and cooperated with civic groups; 347 chapter 
had study programs on the Immigration and Nationality Act. Chairmen p 
sented 1,310 Americanism programs. With quiz programs on radio, TV pane 
discussions, and informative newspaper publicity, the activities of the committe 
have been promoted. 

Nine States, the District of Columbia, Hawaii, and Alaska are 100 percent iff 
chapter chairmen of this committee; 19,632 inches of publicity were reported 
and $20,883.34 was spent in carrying out the work of the committee.

/This year has been gratifying and the States will realize what a force our 
yaughters can be in the welfare of our Nation. 

‘®} Working with the youth of our communities is most rewarding. It is teaching

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The handicapped and underprivileged have had a great deal of help, a 
evidenced by 8,044 members giving 143,622 hours of service. The blind, deaf 
mentally ill, and aged have also received much help with 730 members giving 
44,099 hours of service. One Louisiana chapter adopted 20 old men for whom te¢ 
eare. Hawaii gave $20 in money and 24 gifts to children at Christmas. 

The hospital and veterans’ rehabilitation centers have been materiall 
helped—9,688 members having given 288,653 hours of service. Our community) 
drives, such as polio, cancer, heart, and TB have been greatly assisted by 12,87 
members giving 100,180 hours. Some chapters have reported giving money an 
scholarships to help in this field. 

Reports from 100,147 members show a total of 1,513,508 hours given in com 
munity service.

REPORT OF CONSERVATION COMMITTEE 


Forty-six States and the District of Columbia returned reports on conserva 
tion covering the work of 1,877 chapters, which is not quite two-thirds of o 
total number of chapters. 

These reports of your work show greatly increased interest in conservation 
1,143 chapters report conservation programs with 725 having speakers and 29% 
using films or slides, a big increase over last year. However, fewer chapte 
had radio or TV programs or took field trips. More chapters reported visitin 
former local or State DAR conservation projects. 

The number of trees and seedlings planted seems incredible; namely 204,44 
191,491, a huge increase over last year. Over 15,200,000 of these were plante¢ 
in public parks. Think of what this means in water and soil conservation and i 
beauty for the future. 

Water and soil conservation problems and legislation have been studiedg@) 
More attention was given to the serious problem of pollution. Opinions on the | 
matters have been expressed to local, State and national officials, includingy 
Representatives and Senators in Washington. It was the DAR letters to Statep 
legislators that kept quail off the game list in Ohio, while DAR effort helped 
save the Key deer in Florida and the New York DAR influenced legislation of 
the Adirondack Forest Preserve. 

The picking of wildflowers has been discouraged in most States. Som 
12,857 members were reported as feeding the birds and other wildlife, doubt 
less not a true figure, while 76 wildlife areas were established. Old trees hav 
been saved from destruction and many have been given care to preserve them 

There has been an increase in conservation work among young people withiy 
conservation courses reported in a great many schools. At least, 108 DAR-spon# 
sored essay, scrapbook, or poster contests, and 41 scholarships were reported® 
The scholarships enabled students or teachers to attend conservation camps 0 
workshops, A great deal of literature was distributed to school or publi 
libraries as well as to DAR members and other groups. 

Five State chairmen reported that conservation papers were submitted fom 
the use of our national program committee; 31 colored slides of trees noted! 
for size, age, or some historical connection have been received by your national 
chairman for future program use, :

REPORT OF GENEALOGICAL RECORDS COMMITTEE 


The genealogical records committee was created to preserve and make readil} 
accessible the records of our forebears. 

The first step toward such an end is to have a chairman of genealogica 
records in every chapter. A year ago 62 percent of the chapters had chairmen 
this year, 75 percent. 

The members of this committee copy, type, index, and bind unpublished source 
material of genealogical value (that is, records of the people rather than o 
the governments and institutions of the Nation), and procure microfilms of such 
records. The quantity received in Washington prior to March 15 totaled 46,25( | 
typed pages (of which all but 357 were bound), 34 reels of microfilm comprisin 
approximately 61,820 pages, and 263 photostats—a total of 108,333 pages. 

The book pages represent well over 80,000 hours of work, or 10,000 work# 
days of 8 hours each. The cost of the material is unestimated. 

Of paramount importance is the proper preparation of this material if it is} 
to be used, so paper, typing, indexing, and binding are vital factors. The caliber 
of preparation is improving, although usefulness of some otherwise amie 
volumes is impaired by lack of an index. . 

While compiled genealogy is acceptable, the greatest good to the greates 
number in the long run is from source material. By this is meant public record 
of births, deaths, marriages, wills, administrations, deeds, court records, cemeter 
inscriptions, church records, Bible records, and similar material. Alabama, Lou 
isiana, Texas, North Carolina, Nebraska, Ohio, Delaware, New York, Connecticut il 
New Hampshire, and Maine lead in the work of this category received this yearaik 
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iSome States are attempting to collect cemetery records on a systematic basis—

§} Massachusetts is copying the vital records prior to 1850 that are still un- 
_muiblished and has resumed the former task of listing town officers and members 
‘# town military units during the Revolution (and in doing so is finding numer- 
Ws eligible ancestors). New Jersey is copying oaths of allegiance during the 
‘eevolution. Kentucky, Mississippi, Texas, Montana, and Wyoming stress the 
.mpying of marriage records from various sources. Texas is abstracting early 
feds. Ohio is giving special attention to early tax lists. Delaware and New 
. mexico are continuing their Bible record projects. Florida is collecting church 
.gicords. North Carolina has emphasized abstracting wills of the period 1800-1850 
When so many persons moved west and south. California and Washington are 
mtinuing their pioneer records projects, but also are copying cemetery 
iscriptions. 
jIn Virginia the committee on restoration of old records is continuing to work. 
WiSpecial mention should be made of the work of the District of Columbia. In 
idition to 12 volumes, indexed and bound, and 28 microfilms, members of the 
AR Library have already analyzed 842 volumes from 17 States. When this 
hoject is completed, it will be possible to know just what has been copied in 
ich State, and what is still needed. It will not only prevent overlapping and 
Aplication of work, but the same records will make it possible for one using 
je library to ascertain quickly whether the desired records are available. Much 
iluable data now found only after a long search will then be readily available. 
iWisconsin DAR made a careful survey of source records in the State and 
corded copies made by all groups when such copies were available in the 
MAAR library or the Wisconsin historical society at Madison. Steps will be 
iken to fill in the gaps. 
jAll chapters can participate in work of this committee. Women are needed 
| copy records in cemeteries, courthouses, and at home, to type and to index. 
: apters can supply funds for binding and paper and to buy microfilms of 
id court records, wills, and deeds which are readily available in that form. 
jHvery Daughter can and should have some part in preserving the records 
which not only our Society but our Nation is built, and from which we 
raw our inspiration, the record of our “goodly heritage.”

REPORT OF MOTION PICTURE COMMITTEE 


The motion picture committee has working chairmen in all except three 
States. The DAR motion picture reviews go into every State. Last year 283 


pictures were released by the motion picture companies of the United States. | 


Forty of these were starred for their high quality and good entertainment by 
the national chairmen of the 12 national organizations that have previewers 
seeing every picture shown in New York, where the preview theaters are lo- 
cated. Outstanding motion pictures of 1956 are still showing daily—‘‘The Ten 
Commandments,” which received our award last year; “Around the World in 
Highty Days,” and the “Search for Paradise.” 

The State DAR of Nebraska has ordered the DAR motion picture review 
for each of its 44 chapters. We feel very keenly the need of each chapter sub- 
scribing to the reviews and having the current pictures showing in their town 
being reviewed at their chapter meetings, so that each member may know what 
her family is seeing. Chapters are placing the reviews in their local libraries 
and schools where the children and teachers read the estimate of the pictures 
from the DAR standpoint. This is good public relations for the chapters. In 
all, 465 chapters had programs on motion pictures; 54 chapters have members 
on local better-film councils. 

Illinois reported one-third of Chicago theaters closed in 1957. 


Kansas reported that a chapter having seen the film “Mayflower II’ ordered 


the film for placing in the schools in their town. 

North Carolina had a chairman who made a picture titled “Historie Spots, 
Old and New, in Rowan County, N.C.,” which was shown in several schools 
as well as her chapter. 

In the Texas report was an editorial from an El Paso newspaper on the 
hair-raising ‘titles of cnrrent motion pictures that recommended the reading 
of the article titled ‘“‘The Natural Urge” in Better Homes and Gardens magazine 
for July 1957. 

Virginia reported that a chapter had transported 1,009 children to view

REPORT OF NATIONAL DEFENSE COMMITTEE 


Your national defense committee during the past year has continued to promote 
jthe aims for which it was established: ‘for patriotic, historical, and educational 
ipurposes * * * to carry out the injunction of Washington in his Farewell Ad- 
idress * * * and for developing an enlightened public opinion.” It has been the 
igoal of your chairman to furnish material which would stimulate the interest of 
jour members in national affairs and the preservation of the principles set forth 
jin the Constitution of the United States and even the preservation of the Con- 
| stitution itself. 

Again, most of the chairman’s time has been spent in Washington. The in- 
crease in the volume of mail and the many requests for releases on a greater varie- 
ity of subjects have made it necessary to spend as many hours as possible at head- 
iquarters. The response to our efforts has been overwhelming, rewarding, and 
igratifying. 

) All material written for the national defense section of the DAR Magazine and 
\Press Digest, as well as national defense releases, have been carefully docu- 
|mented ; the same documentation has been required for the several articles which 
| have been contributed. 
; This year, as last, every chapter received the releases sent out monthly from 
| September to May, inclusive. 
| The monthly mailing list includes all chapter chairmen of national defense, 
State chairmen of national defense, State regents, national officers, members of 
the national resolutions committee and State speakers’ bureaus, totaling nearly 
14,000. The marked increase is due to the interest which has caused members and 
; nonmembers to become subscribers. 
i In July those on the mailing list received ‘“‘Suggestions for the Observance of 
Constitution Week,’ a sample sheet of the “Preamble to the Constitution” 
stickers, and gummed tabs stating the dates of Constitution Week. 
| ‘The fine local publicity which the chapters obtained for Constitution Week and 
ithe various Constitution Week activities motivated many teachers and school- 
;children to write for our patriotic literature. Throughout the year thousands of 
} items were given as educational donations. 
Orders for both patriotic and national defense material have multiplied. The 
;number of pieces of literature, posters, and pictures sent out has set a new 
;record. Great interest has been evidenced in the reorders for releases on mental 
| health, fluoridation, and the infiltration in the churches. 
i There has been an increase in the number of chapters which have given the 
| DAR good citizenship medal and also in the number of medals given. The 
qualifications of honor, service, courage, leadership and patriotism are attributes 
|} on which more emphasis should be placed with our young people. The name of 
| the medal is descriptive. As in all countries, a citizen is a citizen of that country. 
| The DAR good citizenship medal is for American citizens. 
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It has been most gratifying to watch the number of contributing chapters in- 
crease as the “dollars for defense” fund has grown—over 500 chapters in 44 
States participated in this project. It is from this fund that we are able to give 
the educational donations. 

During the year, we have issued the following patriotic leaflets: “James Mon- 
roe and the Monroe Doctrine,” “Alexander Hamilton,” “One Hundred Ques- 
tions and answers.” “Constitution of the United States of America.” The poste: 
of the “Ameriecan’s Creed” was redesigned to conform with the Pledge of Al- 
legiance and the Preamble to the Constitution poster. A picture suitable for 
framing was introduced: it combines the facsimile of the Declaration of Inde 
pendence with a reproduction of the Trumbull painting of the signers of the Dec~ 
laration which hangs in the Capitol. 

The chapter reports show that there is an increasing awareness of socialism 
in the churches and the infiltration and influence of world government propa- 
ganda in our political, civic, and church life. Our aim has been, and will 
continue to be. to educate the membership to recognize the insidious plans and 
program to destroy our rights granted by the Constitution of the United States 
and by the Bill of Rights. 

More chapters have reviewed the resolutions adopted by the 66th Continental 
Congress or studied the résumé prepared by your chairman. Every member 
should be familiar with the policies of the National Society, and it is urged that 
each chapter regent set aside time for the review and study of the resolutions 
passed by this Congress. Many chapters reported discussion groups. 

At the request of the State chairman of national defense, material was sent 
to 8 fall and 29 spring conferences for display and distribution. 

The questions concerning the registration of firearms, fiuoridation, influences 
of world government in our political, civic, and church life, and the infiltration 
of socialism into our churches were placed on the questionnaire sent to each 
chapter chairman so that the chapters and their members would give serious con- 
sideration to these pertinent subjects. The question of fluoridation was pre- 
sented to the electorate in only half the communities where fluoridation was 
reported : therefore, it was against the freedom of choice and deprives citizens of 
their constitutional rights. 

Last fall Mrs. Joseph McCarthy gave to us 4,000 copies of “McCarthism, the 
Fight for America.” by the late Senator McCarthy; 1 copy was sent to each 
chapter in a special mailing and it was suggested that these be filed as a val- 
uable reference source. 

Due to the generous gift of the Donner Foundation of Philadelphia, it was 
possible for Col. Augustin G. Rudd, to present to this committee 2,831 copies of 
his book, “Bending the Twig.” Each chapter regent receive a copy of the book, 
which gives the authenticated story of what has been happening in our schools 
for the past 25 rears. 

Commendation is given to the State chairman, chapter chairman, and the 
many members who are endeavoring to alert others to the dangers which are 
so evident to your chairman. Begin to plan for your Constitution Week 
activities: this is a project which can reacquaint your communities with the 
Constitution and rekindle in our citizens a deeper reverence for and a greater 
appreciation of the document which has provided this country with our form of 
government. The words of Daniel Webster deserve our consideration today: 
A a eee liberty to those who love it, and are always ready te guard and 

end it.” 

Reports were received from all States, Alaska and Hawaii: 2.777 of our 2.831 
chapters had national defense chairmen: 2,206 chairmen returned the question- 
naires to the State chairmen. 

Nearly all of the chapters allowed 5 minutes for the report of the national 
defense chairman. Hundreds reported 10 minutes and many reported 20 to 30 
minutes; others were given as much time as necessary: 1,080 chapters reported 
one or more complete programs on national defense: 1.564 chapters had national 
defense material available at chapter meetings: 537 chapters in 44 States con- 
tributed to the “dollars for defense” fund (for the second year every chapter in 
Oregon contributed): 1.664 chapters arranged for special observances of Con- 
stitution Week: 3.290 DAR good citizenship medals were sold to chapters in 46 
States. An increase in the number presented was reported in 27 States; 1,770 
chapters had a résumé of the 1957 resolutions: 9 States reported having a com- 
mittee or commission for investigating un-American activities; 1,429 chapters 
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watched the voting record of their State and National representatives on legis 
lation pertinent to the preservation of our Republic; 1,314 chapter chairmen and 
chapters kept themselves informed as to the type of legislation which their 
representatives sponsor; 1,272 chairmen informed their members on pending 
legislation pertinent to our resolutions—both in Congress and the State legis- 
lature; 910 chapters have members reading and evaluating textbooks in the local 
“Bischools ; 10 States have had legislation proposed calling for the observance of all 
holidays on Monday. It was defeated in five States; vetoed in one; is in com- 
mittee in three; and proposed in one, but no action.

REPORT OF PRESS RELATIONS COMMITTEE 


¥ The actual directives of the press relations committee are entrusted to the 

State and chapter chairmen and we thank them, along with our seven vice chair- 
men who have been faithful and efficient at all times. 

The Press Digest has been published from September to April (inclusive). 
Each month it is edited with the idea of giving to the reader a concise and 
accurate focus upon outstanding DAR activities, ever keeping in mind that the 
ticles may be lifted from the Press Digest and used in newspapers with 
ocalized angles. A new postal classification for the Press Digest has resulted 
in a material postage savings for the National Society. 
The powerful national defense committee speaks to the readers through 
he columns of an entire page in the Press Digest. Outstanding articles of 
interest are reduced to paragraph size and then printed for an exchange of ideas, 
s well as for citing excellent examples of publicity. 
Important national days and events that have been well publicized are Flag 
Day, Constitution Week, birthdays of American patriots and statesmen, Ameri- 
can History Month, the James Monroe Bicentennial. Susan B. Anthony recog- 
nition, and the centennial year of Theodore Roosevelt. The bicentennial cele 
bration of the birth of Lafayette was the motivating force for some excellent 
DAR publicity. 
The fourth approved schools bus tour in October 1957 was publicized with in- 
erviews and reports en route, and with a complete account of the trip made 
in the DAR magazine. 
An excellent publication, “Sharing Trade Secrets,” has been compiled and 
adited by State chairman of press relations in Maryland. 

Newspapers that have given space number 4.208. Included in this were 2.489 
Jaily and 1,714 weekly newspapers.

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REPORT OF PROGRAM COMMITTEE 


A summary shows that many of the chapters adhered to the theme, “Our 
Goodly Heritage,’ and adapted the source material and suggestions for chap- 
ter programs quite effectually. Others followed patterns derived from the 
National Society’s educational, historic, and patriotic objectives, or from the 
aims, endeavors, and projects of the various national committees. The better 
reports disclosed that a continuity of theme and topic was followed through- 
out the year, giving the programs sustained strength and significance; that 
there was a marked increase in the amount of up-to-date and current material 
used, including that of both national and local interest; that numbers of 
programs gave chapter members new knowledge or broader understanding of 
the educational, cultural, and natural advantages and facilities of various 
kinds in their own communities and States; and that studies of various phases 
of the American way of life formed the program pattern of a good many 
of the chapters. 

Improvements noted were better attendance at the meetings; planning of 
the programs by a committee rather than by the hostess; more outside speakers 
who were DAR officers or chairmen, or noted nonmembers in the community or 
State; better planning; greater friendliness within the chapter; more freshness, 
variety, and current interest; greater member participation; more bearing on 
DAR objectives; better continuity of theme; more use of material of national 
interest; more educational and inspiring topics; better public relations; in- 
creased and more interesting publicity; better serving the members’ needs; in- 
terest of nonmembers in attending meetings as guests; and more cooperative at- 
titude toward State and National projects. 

For superlatively fine reports that merit special acclaim, that of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia was first, Wisconsin second, California third. Sincere com- 
mendation is merited by the chapters of the District and by the State chair- 
man for maintaining the excellent quality of programs that won them first 
place last year, also. The chapters of Wisconsin and California and their State 
chairmen are to be commended upon raising the already high standards of their 
programs. 

The reports of the other States were so outstanding that there was very little 
difference in the degree of excellence attained; among them, New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania led in listing some programs of special interest. 

The theme “Our Goodly Heritage” could be developed very effectually by 
means of a study of the American way of life from today’s standpoint. This 
country is no longer a young country. Regardless of the simplicities of our 
pioneer origin, this Nation now encompasses a complex society, which is (or 
should be) geared to the speed with which the events and developments of the @ 
present time are taking place. It goes without question that we wish to carry § 
out the objectives of the DAR. The results may fall short of our desires and ex- 
pectations, however, unless they are effectually correlated with the basically 
(and urgently) important conditions of our national life today. It won’t do 
much good for us to preserve the records of Revolutionary patriots, enlighten 
public opinion, and.foster patriotism, unless we recognize today’s patriots, en- 
lighten ourselves as to the potentialities of this country by learning more about 
it, and by fostering a more united United States—very shortly. Let’s have pro- 
grams that open our eyes—instead of putting us to sleep. 

Records from the program committee office show that a large amount of 
material was borrowed—this included program papers, and the kodachrome 
slides with accompanying scripts. There has been a noticeable increase in 
the orders for the slides. Many new papers from the chapters are being con- 
sidered by the reviewing committee. 

A special project of the program committee is the collection of a set of 
kodachrome slides with suitable script for the colorslide library of this com- 
mittee. 

A first prize of $15, a second prize of $12.50, and a third prize of $10 will 
be awarded to the States sending in the best, second best, and third best sets’ 
of slides and scripts that conform to the following rules:

REPORT OF STUDENT LOAN AND SCHOLARSHIP COMMITTEE 


Daughters of the American Revolution assisted 486 students this year. There 
were 521 loans amounting to $49,972.71 and 115 scholarships amounting to 
$22,710.47, a total of $72,683.18. 

The committee feels sure these reports are not complete. Some States have 
not reported, others give numbers but not the amount of loans or scholarships. 

Our own two schools, Tamassee and Kate Duncan Smith, and the approved 
schools have received splendid help. Loans have been given to students studying 
for the ministry, doctors, nursing, teachers, art, and commercial courses. One 
chapter is assisting a young woman studying music in Italy, one State is helping 
a young Indian girl complete her education in anthropology at the university 
for the betterment of her people. 

This year is an improvement over last year, but there is still too great a 
discrepancy between the money used and the money available. Our funds can 
bring rich rewards if we put them into active use. Michigan used 98 percent 
of its funds this year for scholarships and loans. 

Our country depends upon the kind of young people we give to the world 
today. Let us givethe best. Weneed them. We must have the strong, patriotic 
men and women who love America and will guard our future. They are our 
national defense and they are our responsibility—we must not fail them. 

Ours is a goodly heritage, and it is the aim of this committee to add strength 
to America through patriotic education.

“More flags flying, always correctly displayed” has been the major objective 
of this committee. The marked increase of committee work reported this year

REPORT OF AUDITING COMMITTEE 


The auditing committee met on Thursday, April 10, to compare the reports of 
the treasurer general, Miss Faustine Dennis, and the Price Waterhouse Co., 
eertified public accountants.

REPORT OF BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS COMMITTEE 


| Keeping our headquarters clean, dry, and warm has been the chief concern 
this year. Washington experienced a most severe winter—having 40 inches of 
Snow instead of the usual 5 or 6 inches. One snow was So fine and light it 
sifted through the ventilators, leaving puddles of water on the floor. Another 
was so heavy and wet that it forced water behind the stone flashing of Memorial 
Continental Hall, damaging the walls of several rooms. Our men shoveled the 
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snow from the gutters on the roof for many weary hours to prevent additional 


damage, and we are very thankful that many heavy rains that we have had since 


that time have not caused additional damage. Nevertheless, we have consulted 


roofing experts, hoping to prevent a recurrence, and earnestly trust that ao 
solution will be found soon. X 


The new aluminum windows installed in the banquet hall and in the corridors 
of Memorial Continental Hall have proved satisfactory. To protect our prop- 
erty, more of these replacements are needed. ' 


Other water problems included leaks from a 50-year-old corroded drain pipe 


and a 36-year-old hot-water pipe. Water not only came from the roof, but 
from the ground as well. Our buildings are built over what was once Tiber 
Creek, so we must constantly be on the alert for water from that source. Two 
sump pumps, installed in 1929, control this water. Heat and hot water for our 
buildings are procured from the U.S. Government. This year the price of steam 
was increased per pound. With this and the extreme cold, we had the highest 
heating bill in our history—over $1,800 for 1 month. This is approximately $60 
per day—quite a contrast to the $60 per month during the summer. 

So much for our problems. Now to report our accomplishments. Our big 
project has been the continued redecoration of Memorial Continental Hall. The 
north and south library wings were painted. The basement corridor in this 
building was improved by resetting the sagging door frames, patching crumbling 
plaster, and repainting the walls. Two basement restrooms and the D Street 
corridor on the third floor were also painted. 

In the administration building we painted the ceiling of the national defense 
office, two walls in the magazine office and one wall in the national officers’ 
clubroom—all were damaged by the leaking hot-water pipe. The Americana 
room and historian general’s office were also painted. With all this work, we 
are pleased to report that we did not exceed the amount of money granted us by 
the executive committee for this purpose. 

Several years ago termites were discovered in the flooring of the North Caro- 
lina room. The floor was treated at that time, and, since there was no recur- 
rence, we repaired the damaged floor. New window shades were purchased for 
the registrar general’s bookroom, and furnishings and bookstacks rearranged. 
The staff kitchen has been remodeled. The tables used during congress were 
cleaned and varnished, and chains were installed in the voting room to facilitate 
the flow of traffic. 

Several hundred memorial plates on the seats in Constitution Hall balcony 
were removed, and the sharp corners rounded, polished, lacquered, and replaced. 
All of the plates in the orchestra have been done and now half of the balcony. 

Among our routine maintenance jobs is the care of the many electric motors. 
Some motors are sealed and do not require oiling, but we have 52 that must be 
oiled regularly—30 are oiled monthly, 16 every 2 months, and 6 twice a year. 
We also check the buildings constantly for burned-out light bulbs. We use 
hundreds, which range in size from 7% to 2,000 watts; there are many varieties 
and they range in cost from a few cents to $19 each. 

The second stage of the 3-year landscaping plan was completed with the 
planting of new shrubbery along the D Street side of the buildings. The cherry 
laurel hedge by the ramp of Constitution Hall is a big improvement.

| The program reviewing committee reports that the 211 new papers received 
| this year are of a much higher quality than the program material reviewed 
‘§} during the previous year. These papers represent work contributed by chapters 
/in 31 of our States, comprising programs, playlets, and radio, TV, and slide 
| Scripts. 

) The observance of four rules for preparing papers for the national files 
i} would be most helpful: 

1. Two typed copies, original and carbon. 

2. Margin: Two inches at top of each page (for binding), 1 inch on either 
i side. | 

| 8. First page: Below the 2 inch margin, author’s name and address, chapter, 
‘and date. 

| 4. Typed on one side only, pages numbered, double spacing preferred. 

| This committee is promoting a project during this regime to include in the 
/ national files a paper from every State, in the form of a tour, to comprise the 
many items of interest from an educational, historical, industrial, and recrea- 
)tional viewpoint. These papers would have a twofold purpose, to eliminate

many local State programs now in the files, for which there is practically no 
eall, and to replace these with a fine State program which would be an inform- 
ative and interesting program for any chapter in every State. 

The picturesque slides which are being sent include fine graphic scripts, an 
innovation. In a similar manner, through effective work excellent programs are 
coming in from the chapters: this is especially noticeable in conservation, where 
much needed and up-to-date material has been received. 

In the last report of this committee over 1,000 of the old filed papers were 
listed as reevaluated. During this year 2,052 have been completed; thus, over 
3,000 of the 5,000 on file have been reread. A reference file is being installed 
to hold obsolete papers and booklets, which will be available upon request. . 

A schedule will be set up for the total number of papers to be filed in each 
category, in order to maintain a workable file at all times; when this is com- 
pleted, upon the acceptance of a new program paper, one of the filed programs 
should be withdrawn; thus the file would grow educationally but not numeri- 
cally except for new committee work. 

Hventually a reevaluation could be extended to the files of the radio and TV 
scripts and the tape recordings.

REPORT OF THE NATIONAL SOCIETY, CHILDREN OF THE AMERIC. 
REVOLUTION 


The period April 1957 to April 1958, inclusive, of the 1958 national conve 
tion, has again recorded progress in the National Society, Children of the Am 
ican Revolution, as envisioned by the founders. 

The intent of the founder members to provide an organization for Americ 
boys and girls from infancy to 21 years of age, to develop love of God, love?

American Revolution, as chairman of a committee to study the original e 
tificate of incorporation and the evolved bylaws in effect under which the 
ciety had carried forward the work of the organization.

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The objectives of the CAR society as set forth. in the certificate of incor- 
ation, filed April 3, 1919, are as follows:

rwarded American independence: To find out and honor the lives of chil- 
en and youth of the Colonies and of the American Revolution. To promote

m of Independence and other patriotic documents in every place appropriate 
them.

The installation of Virginia CAR 
misenior State officers by Mrs. B. Harrison Lingo, senior national historian, 
ywaINSCAR, and benediction by Dr. Gibson completed the program, thus commemo- 
j@mating the first Anglican communion at Jamestown, Sunday, June 21, 1607. 

The envisioned tribute as set forth in the invitation to participate in the 
amestown Festival was deeply appreciated by the children when the visit to 
amestown Island was retold in historical programs presented at the CAR 
nm society meetings over the country during the year. 
; As members of the Yorktown Day Association, Mrs. James and other repre- 
msentatives of CAR attended the program held October 19, 1957, on the York- 
mitown Monument plaza when the French Ambassador to the United States, Mr. 
Alphand, spoke of the longtime friendship between the United States and his 
ountry. Secretary Brucker brought a message of our country’s appreciation of 
ithe assistance from our allies in 1781 and down through the years since the 
founding of America. 

A reenactment of the maneuvers around Redoubt No. 9 on the Yorktown 
battlefield was presented in a pageant by troops in French and Continental uni- 
forms, to bring alive again the surrénder of the British troops under General 
ornwallis to General Washington on October 19, 1781. This climaxed the 
Hobservance of Yorktown Day, 1957. 

The past year has been a time of progress in all NSCAR accomplishments, 
which followed closely the objectives as stated in the society’s original cer- 
ificate of incorporation.
